Woman dies as jet 
hits turbulence 

-HONG KONG, Aug. 16 (AFP) — A 
woman died and 17 persons were injured 
Monday when a Jumbo jet of the Taiwanese . 
airline, China Airways, flew into turbulence 
.on its way from Singapore to Hong Kong, a 
representative of the airline said. 

Earlier, the Hong Kong authorities had 
said that the injured bad-been taken to hospi- 
tal ahd a 65-year-old woman from Singapore 

- had been certified dead on arrival. The plane 
struck turbulence- about 40 nautical miles 
.southwest of Hong Kong but it landed safely 
here at .1.21 p.m. (5.21 GMT). Tbe China 
Airlines office had no mformatioh on how the 
passengers were injured In the turbulence but !

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Iraq move 

may fuel 

war with 
Iran anew 

TEHRAN, Aug. 16 (Agencies) — The Iraqi 
threat to bomb Iranian oil installations and its 
blockade of the Kharg Island at the head of 
the Gulf threatens to escalate the 23- 
month- old war. according ' to diplomatic 
sources here. 

The threat to Iran’s main source of revenue 
could heighten the conflict, and spark off a 
naval conflagration in the Gulf, the sea lane 

■ for some 50 percent of tbe oil imported by the 
. members of the Organization for Economic 

Cooperation and Development (OECD), 
diplomatic sources said. 

For Iraq, the sources said, the blockade 
could prove to be a double-edged weapon. It 
could justify Ir anian retaliation. 

Iraqi - President S addam Hussein Sunday 
announced that Kharg Island, its oil instal- 
ls tionsand all tankers loading or unloading 
shipments^ foreign or otherwise, .would be 
considered targets by the Iraqi Air Force. To 
hack up is. warning, Saddam confirmed that 
' two foreign vessels — Greek and South 
Korean — were hit by Iraqi forces a week 
ago. . 

Iraq has also reactivated four maritime 
exclusion zones which it declared at tbe 
teginning of the war in September 1 980. Ira- 
nian leaders, on several occasions over the 
past few weeks, while stressing that Iran has 
no territorial design against anyone in the 
region, have lashed out against the transit of 
weapons to Iraq through neighboring coun- 
tries. Iranian newspapers spoke of Kuwait as 
a case in point. 

Meanwhile, the official Iraqi News Agency 
has said the Iraqi mOitaiy commanders, raised. 
Monday. the eventuality of Iranian incursions 
through points in the central sector of the 
j500-l^ometeT (300 miles) warfront. It 
quoted deputy commander-in -chief of the 
Iraqiarmed forces, and defense ministry staff 
■ Gen. Adnefn Khairaliah, as saying that the 
"Iranianenemy. is now/stndying the pos- 
. s&ility of attack on . another military sector 
across the border.” • 

. Khairaliah told the agency - that, in the light 
of the latest information received by the Iraqi 
high command, the Iranians have marked the 
central sector of the frontline for their next 
attack on Iraq. ‘.’But (the Iranians are) still 
discussing whetberthat sector will be usedfor 
the main or secondary crossing of the bor- 
der," be told the agency in ah interview. A 
- brief account of the interview was distributed 
in Nicosia by_the Iraqi agency._ 

"The (Iranian) enemy discussions are based . 

. on the feet that Iraq’s (military) preparedness 
. in the southern operational sector has 
• become high and that Iran has been defeated 
in.tbat sector," added Gen. Khairaliah. 

Meanwhile, an Iraqi high official flew to 
Cairo for talks with Egyptian officials aimed 
at streng thening bilateral relations, tbe 
• Middle East News Agency repotted. 

MENA gave no details but before the 
departure of Iraqi foreign ministry’s under- 
secretary Abdul Malik Yassen from Bagln 
dad, tbe Iraqi News Agency said Yassen was 
carrying a message from Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein to his Egyptian- counterpart 
Hosni. Mubarak dealing with the seventh 
nonaligned summit conference. 

Tbe summit was supposed to be held in Iraqi 
capital next month but some of the 94- 

■ member states, sympathetic with Iran, have 
asked the parley be move^d from Baghdad. As 
a result, India has agreed to an Iraqi request 
to host the conference in -New Delhi. 

MENA reported Sunday that Iraw has 
~ sought Egypt’s help in convening a nonalig- 
ned foreign ministers meeting in Baghdad 
Sept 2-3 to prepare for the summit It said 
the Egyptian Foreign Muristery has received 
an official Iraqi request to that effect. 

Iraq broke off relations with Egypt after it 
signed a peace treaty with Israel in 1 979. 

Airlines offering 
35% fare discount 

MANAMA, Aug. 16 (AP) — Three major 
international airlines have introduced fere 
discounts of up. to 35 percent on trips from 
Gulf points to the United States, Europe and 
Aria, the United Arab Emirates newspaper 
Khafcej Turns reported Monday. 

The newspaper said the discounts were 
made known in tariff notifications just 
received -by travel agencies h) the Emirate of 
Dubai. The three airlines concerned were riot 

identified'. 

The report said the development spelled 
imminent collapse" of a regional ban on 
discounts, stipulated in an inter-line agree- 
ment June 16 at the start of ttie busy holiday 
season 'in the area, and would "help offset the

Evacuation set for weekend 


Prem Tfnsubnonda 

Bid to kill 
Prem fails 

BANGKOK, Aug. 16 (AP) - An 
unknown number of assailants threw a hand 
grenade into the grounds of Prime Minister 
Gen. Prem Tiosulanonda’s central city resi- 
dence Sunday night, shattering the windows 
of his bedroom, police said Monday. 

The grenade exploded under a palm tree 
outside Prem’s bedroom. Prem was in 
another part of the house and was unhurt, 
according to police, who said they had no 
clues to tbe assailants' identities. There were 
aboni 10 security guards inside the prime 
minister’s compound. , but nope saw the 
assailants approach the outride fence, accord- 
ing to the accounts. 

The attack followed a report in a Thai- 
language newspaper last month that an 
unknown group fired an anti-tank rocket at 
Prero's car as be was on his way to unveil a 
monument at an artillery base in central Thai- 
land. Military authorities latex denied the 
report. 

. Following Sunday nlgbf s blast,. Supreme 
Military Commander Gen. Saiyud Kerdpoi 
. and Assistant Array Commander-in- /Chief 
Gen. Arthil Kamlang-Ek went to Prem’s 
bouse accompanied by two armored cars and 
20 soldiers, an army officer said. Radio Thai- 
land reported Monday that National Police 
Chief Surapon Chulabrahm set up a commit- 
tee of police, military and civilians to investi- 
gate the incident. 

Prem was accompanied to his office at gov- 
ernment house Monday by five motorcycle 
troopers and two carloads of soldiers with 
M-16 rifles and grenade launchers. Security 
at government house was also reinforced for 
a meeting of economic ministers. 

Frem, 61, survived an attempted coup 
against his - government 17 months ago, 
reportedly caused partly by dissatisfaction 
among military factions following the annual 
military promotions. Prem is due to 
announce this year’s promotions next month, 
and some observers here have remarked that 
rivalry remains intense within the military. 

Last year's coup attempt was put down 
largely through the loyalty of Gen. Artbit, 
then commander of the first army. He was 
promoted to assistant army-comraander-in- 
chief last year and is tipped for the top post 
□ext month. 

Last May, a powerful bomb blew up a car 
200 meters away from Gen. Aithifs bouse. 
He was not at home at the time. Prem, a 
non-partisan prime minister, has ruled for 
two and one- half years, encompassing three 
coalhioh governments. 


BEIRUT. Aug. 16 (Agencies) — Leba- 
non's Prime Minister Shafiq Wazzan 
announced Monday that a plan to evacuate 
the Palestine commandos could be finalized 
by Wednesday and the Palestinians would 
begin leaving West Beirut by the weekend 
“at the latest.” 

“We’re in the process of putting the final 
touches on the agreement.’* Wazzan said in a 
nationally -tele vized statement after a one- 
hour meeting with U.S. presidential envoy 
Philip C. Habib following his return to Leba- 
non with Israel's latest proposals. 

“I can assure everyone that the gap has 
nearly vanished. We have actually come to 
the beginning of the road to implementation 
and we are very close to implementation ... at 
the end of the week at the latest.'' said Waz- 
zan. 

Asked whether the Lebanese cabinet would 
be called to an emergency session to make the 
formal requests to the United States, France 
and Italy to contribute troops to the multi- 
national peacekeeping force in West Beirut. 
Wazzan said: "The cabinet has been asked to 
convene in its regular weekly session Wed- 
nesday, and we hope that by then everything 
wfl] be ready for an official announcement.” 
Lebanese Foreign Minister Fuad Butros 
said for the first time since the negotiations 
began eight weeks ago: "I am optimis- 
tic... Ambassador Habib is satisfied with the 
outcome of his mission. I believe we are 
nearing a solution within this week." Butros 
and Lebanese President Elias Sarkis joined 
the talks with Habib at the presidential palace 
in suburban Baabda. 

Habib refused to talk to reporters. But 
Lebanon's state radio said the American 
mediator might go to Damascus within 48 
hours to firm up Syria* s part of the evacuation 
deaL 

Saeb Sal am, a prominent politician who has 
been acting as intermediary between Habib 
and PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat, said 
Monday the evacuation plan would involve 
more than 7,000 PLO men and about 5,000 
Syrian troops and Syrian-based Palestine 
Liberation Array units. 

Syria has a 1,500-man garris- n in West 
Beirut along with 3,500 men from PLA units 
attached to the Syrian command. The garri- 
son from the Syrian Army’s 85th brigade and 
the PLA units are part of a pre-invasion 
30,000-man Syrian Army stationed in Leba- 
non since 1976 with an Arab League man- 
date to police a dvil war armistice between' 
Lebanon's rightists and an alliance of 
Nationalists and Palestinians. 

Israelis, Syrians 
said reinforcing 

BEIRUT, Aug. 16 (AFP) — Both Israel 
and Syria are heavily reinforcing their 
positions in eastern Lebanon, correspon- 
dents in the area reported Monday. 

Israel last week moved a 300-vehide 
armored column into the central Bekaa Val- 
ley. and installed electronic equipment on the 
hills near the Syrian border. Syria has taken 
up positions commanding regions west of the 
Bekaa and has installed "Sam" missile ramps 
on the crests of Mount Hermon near the truce 
lines. 

Correspondents also reported seeing cap- 
tured Israeli armor in the hands of the Fateh 
branch of the Palestine Liberation Organizat- 
ion and the Syrian Army. Hie equipment had 
strayed behind Syrian lines at the outset of 
the Israeli offensive, they said.

Water crisis looming over Bahrain 


MANAMA, Aug. 16 (AP) — A looming 
subterranean water crisis in the Gulf area has 
prompted the state of Bahrain to reduce 
pumping by 30. percent and introduce a 
nine-hour daily cutoff as of Wednesday. 

Minister of Utilities and Water Majed 
Gawad said tbe crisis was endangering the 
limited agricultural domain in most areas of 
Bahrain and in some other Gulf countries, 
including the United Arab Emirates. 

He said reduced pressure in subterranean 
wells was permitting sea water to move in, 
doubling salinity in some areas and “spelling 
permanent doom for agricultural land." 

Tbe daily cutoff lasts from 6 p.m. to 3 a.m. 


The level of daily pumping was towered last 
week from {^million gallons to 6 million 
gallons, with some households facing dry taps 
during peak consumption hours. 

The minister urged Bahrain's 350,000 
inhabitants to conserve as much as possible in 
the use of water, warning that the situation 
was" approaching the danger point and water 
wastage will lead to a catastrophe." 

He said tbe country would be importing 
water meters this year for the first time, at the 
cost of about 5150 each, to install in indi- 
vidual homes "with over-consumption to cost 
dearly ” 


Salam earlier said the government of Syrian 
President Hafez Assad “gave a favorable 
response to a Habib-inspired compromise 
under which the Syrian garrison would pull 
out from West Beirut during the 1 5-day PLO 
evacuation operation. 

“I don't think there are many problems 
left" the 77-year-old Salam told the 
Associated Press. “Whatever Palestinians 


are left behind will be under Lebanese 
sovereignty and subject to Lebanese laws and 
authority." Salam said. 

As to Israel's condition that the PLO hand 
to the International Red Cross a captured 
Israeli pilot and the remains of the nine 
Israeli soldiers. Salam said the PLO was 
“prepared to negotiate arrangements on that 
with the Red Cross." 


(Summit chances viewed! 


AMMAN. Aug. 16 (SPA) — Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud Al-Faisal left here 
Monday after a day’s visit to Jordan 
during which he delivered a message from 
King Fahd to King Hussein, dealing with 
the latest developments in the Arab world 
and ways of strengthening Arab solidarity. 

Prior to his departure. Prince Saud con- 
ferred with Jordanian Premier Mudar 
Badran on the Arab situation in the light 
of the Israeli invasion of Lebanon and 
efforts underway to reconvene the adjour- 
ned Arab Fez summit conference. 

The meeting was attended by Jordanian 
Foreign Minister Marwan Al-Qassem and 
the Kingdom's ambassador to Jordan, 


Ibrahim Al-Sulian. Prince Saud delivered 
a similar message from the King Fahd to 
Syrian President Hafez Assad during a 
■ visit to Damascus Sunday. 

Meanwhile, Arab foreign ministers will 
meet in Morocco Aug. 28 to prepare for a 
full summit on Lebanon, an Arab League 
spokesman announced in Tunis. He said 
the ministers would hold their preparatory 
session in Mohammedia. on the Moroccan 
coast north of Casablanca. The date and 
the venue of the summit were not 
immediately known, but Moroccan Fore- 
ign Minister Muhammad Boucetta has 
said it wd'be held in Morocco in the first 
half of September. 


U.S. slams door on Sharon 


NEW YORK, Aug. 16 (AP) — Israeli 
Defense Minister Ariel Sharon recently 
“demanded" a meeting with U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan and other top American 
officials to discuss tbe Lebanon crisis, but his 
request was rejected by U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz. Newsweek magazine 
reported. 

The weekly magazine said in its Aug. 23 
edition it learned that Sharon recently wan- 
ted to fly to Washington for a personal 
meeting with Reagan, Shultzand Secretary of 
Defense Caspar Weinberger. It said Shultz 
“frostily" vetoed the visit, saying U.S. envoy 
Philip Habib was the American spokesman in 
Lebanon. 

Newsweek quoted one C.S. official as sav : ” 
“He is just unwelcome here. Not other 
Israelis, just him. He's done a tot to damage 
Israel’s reputation with this administration.” 
Newsweek did not further identify the 
official. 

The magazine reported that U.S. officials 
were also disturbed by a series of incidents 
last week involving Israeli and U.S. soldiers. 
In one incident, Israeli F-l 6 fighters buzzed 
an American helicopter as it ferried U.S. sol- 
diers connected with Habib’s mission in the 
Middle East 

Newsweek quotes a U.S. official as saying 
that when the U.S. soldiers landed, an Israeli 
officer demanded their names, ranks and 
serial numbers and treated them “like pris- 
oners of war.” “Sharon believes the 
Americans can be pushed around a great 
deal, and so far he’s been right," Newsweek 
quoted one Israeli politician as saying. 

Last week, Sharon sent 11 -hour bombing 
runs against West Beirut, enraging President 
Reagan and some members of the Israeli 


cabinet, who said the attacks were dangerous 
and unnecessary. Those bombings provoked 
Reagan into personally calling Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin to demand a halt. 

The Israeli cabinet thereupon barred Sha- 
ron from ordering any other major raids 
without the premier’s approval. 

In Tel Aviv, the defense ministry has denied 
that Sharon was rejected in a bid to meet with 
Reagan and other top U.S. officials. 

In a related development Begin Monday 
publicly rejected a demand that he fire Sha- 
ron for authorizing bombing raids on Beirut 
without cabinet-. approval. The demand was 
made by Knesset member Mordechai Wir- 
shubsky of the two-man Shii.ui (changed) 
Tarty. 

Wirshubsky quoted Begin as cabling: “I am 
at the head of a government with collective 
responsibility before parliament. According 
to the law. rack - of confidence cannot be 
expressed in one minister but only in the gov- 
ernment as a whole." 

Wirshubsky told the Associated Press that 
the prime minister has the right to dismiss 
single ministers under a new law enacted in 
1981 ."lam calling on Begin to exercise that 
right in relation to Sharon because he does 
not command the confidence of his fellow 
ministers and he is not believed by tbe peo- 
ple." 

Sharon was almost unanimously criticized 
by Begin and his fellow ministers at a cabinet 
meeting Thursday for ordering two days of 
bombing which the United States claimed 
jeopardized diplomatic efforts to get the PLO 
out of Beirut. On Sunday, Begin told another 
cabinet meeting that the matter was closed 
and the cabinet should unite. 


Reagan speaks of several options 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP) — Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan says the United States 
has various ways to curb Israel's military 
actions against West Beirut if peace talks fail, 
but hopes be will not be forced to use them. 

“There are any number of options.” Reagan 
said in an interview with The Washington 
Times. " 1 haven’t set any down as priorities as 
to which way we’d go, but Fm hopeful that I 
don't have to...'* He did not spell out any 
options, which presumably could include 
restrictions on U.S. military assistance or the 
withdrawal of special envoy Philip Habib 
from the Middle East. 

Reagan called Israeli Prime Minister 


Menahem Begin last Thursday and expressed 
outrage that Israeli jets were carrying fierce 
attacks just as rhe administration was predic- 
ting Habib's negotiations were on the verge 
of obtaining an agreement for the withdrawal 
of Pales tinian fighters from Lebanon. 

The President said there was no mention in 
the conversation of plans to curb Israeli 
Defense Minister Ariel Sharon. After Thurs- 
day's air strikes, the Israeli government strip- 
ped Sharon of ths freedom he has exercised 
to order air strikes on Beirut. Reagan was 
interviewed Friday, and a text of his remarks 
was released Sunday. 


Plan set to give U.S. edge in N-war 


LOS ANGELES. Aug. 1 6 (R) — The U.S. 
Defense Department has completed a 
strategic master plan to give the United 
States the capability of winning a nuclear war 
with the Soviet Union, the Los Angeles Times 
reported. 

The newspaper said the plan represented 
the first time the U.S. government was said to 
have declared that a nuclear war with the 
Soviet Union could be won. The newspaper, 
in a report Sunday from Washington, said it 
had learned the plan was drawn up in 
response to a presidential directive and was 
awaiting final presidential approval. 

An unidentified member of the Reagan 
administration was reported as saying the 
plan would contemplate nuclear warfare that 
went on for as long as six months. 

One consequence of this planning had been 
a commitment of SI 8 billion to provide a 
communications system that could endure 
such protracted nudear warfare! the news- 
paper said. 

The newspaper said the presidential direc- 
tive was part of a top secret national security 
document drawn up last autumn to supersede 
presidential directive 59, which was 
approved in the last six taonths of President 
Outer's administration. 

Sources familiar , with both highly classified 
documents reported that President Reagan's 
strategic document went farther toward a 
nudear war since it specifically stated the_ 
goal of winning a protracted nuclear war, the 


newspaper said. 

The newspaper said increasing!^ accurate 
missile technology and sophisticated means 
of communications had produced the confi- 
dence in some quarters that a nuclear war 
need not be fought as one spasmodic episode 
with little but radioactive rubble to show for 
the effort. 

According, to the plan, which President 
Reagan’s National Security Council 
appeared to accept, a nuclear war might be 
fought over a period of several months with 
selective strikes at primarily mOitaiy targets, 
the newspaper said. At the end, in this view, 
one side could emerge victorious with enough 
of its resources and population intact to begin 
again, the paper added. 

Meanwhile, in New York, President 
Reagan, commenting on relationships among 
world leaders, has expressed disappointment 
at the impersonal tone of a letter Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev sent in reply to a 
handwritten letter from him last year. 

Reagan told Time magazine in an interview 
published Sunday that he had written tbe let- 
ter to Brezhnev while recovering in hospital 
from the attempt on his life last year. He said 
that in the letter he had recalled plans for a 
meeting between the two men bat had then 
"asked whether it is not governments that get 
In the way." 

"1 just said, some day, maybe we can sit 
down and talk about what do theirpeople and 
our people really want," be said. 
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Hadeed receives first 
Iron ore consignment 


JUBA EL. Aug. 1 6 (SPA) — The Saudi Iron 
and Steel Company (Hadeed) received Mon- 
day 41 ,000 tons of Swedish iron ore pellets as 
the first shipment of a total of 223.000 tons 
needed for the experimental operation of its 
iron complex here. 

The remaining shipments are expected to 
reach JubaiTs industrial port during the com- 
ing few months.

24,000 housing units 
signal Yanbu progress 


YANBU, Ang. 16 (SPA) - The first 
phase of the major Yanbu dty plan will be 
completed in 1983 with accommodations for 

150.000 persons. So far, 24,000 bousing 
units axe ready and have been moved into by 

20.000 persons. 

In 1976, the Royal Commission for Jubail 
and Yanbu began implementing a 30-year 
plan of development with four, seven-year 
phases. The city will coyer an 'area of 188 
square kilometers with several industries 
established for processing local minerals and 
hydrocarbons. 

These initial steps will pave the way for 
second-phase industries such as fertilizers 
and plastic. For light industries, a 400 hectare 
plot is now being developed.. Leasing con- 
tracts for 50 factories have been awarded for 
the production of asphalt, pre-cast concrete, 
glass, gas, building steel, and car maintenance 
and engine repair shops will also be located in 
the area. 

Phase two is defined as years trine through 
25 and is envisioned as a period in which a 
transition will occur from Royal Commission 
stimulated development to a self-generating 
business economy. The master plan provided 
for sufficient flexibility in land use so that 
development can be accommodated without 
major alterations to the basic infrastructure 
plan. 

Phase three, years 15 through 30, will mark 
tbe establishment of the Yanbu Industrial 
City as a complete and self-sustaining entity. - 
The population at the end of 30 years is esti- 
mated to be 150,000, five times the estimated 
population at the end of the first period. 
Growth daring the third phase will begin to 
expand past the geographic areas established 
today and another city center will develop to 


efficiently accommodate tbe population. 

Two baric differences exist between tbe 
Yanbu and Jubail projects. Jubail did not 
have tbe industry agreement at the outset and 
basic proportions of tbe infrastructure such as 
electricity, water and the port were designed 
and build by agencies outside the Royal 
Commission. 

At Yanbu, four primary industrial projects 
were in tbe design stage during the master 
plan development and all infrastructure is to 
be provided by the Royal Commission to 
accelerate implementation of the Yanbu pro- 
ject. A decision was taken early in tbe 
development of the master plan to undertake 
two critical programs: 

A construction support program was initi- 
ated to provide bousing and infrastructure at 
an early stage for the anticipated early con- 
struction demands. In addition to bousing 
and basic infrastructure, a construction port 
was prepared for the receipt of pipe for tbe 
aross-Kr ngdo m NGL and crude oQ pipelines 
and construction equipment and materials 
for tbe future construction. 

A commitment for the construction of a 
substantial portion of tbe first phase 
requirements for permanent community 
bousing and related facilities. This commit- 
ment is in keeping with goals of creating a city 
which will have the ingredients for a high 
quality living environment and win simul- 
taneously reflect the advantages of a modem 
city and the Arab culture which is an essential 
part of the Kingdom. By designing and con- 
structing tbe first portions of the permanent 
community, tbe Royal Commission win pur- 
posely establish a set-piece of quality and 
atmosphere by which to measure the on- 
going future development of the city.

Quoting a senior army officer involved in 
the plot who managed to escape to Paris, the 
sources said the officers had been shot by 
firing squads over the past three weeks.

Shapur 
Pazubandeh and Hussein Naqib-Zadeh, the 
sources added. 

Officials at Tehran’s Evin Prison, where 
Ghotbzadeh is being held, told Reuters by 
telephone they could neither deny nor con- 
firm the executions. Ghotbzadeh. accused of 
leading the pj.ot aimed at killing 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah Khomeini 


and toppling his clerical regime, went on 
trial on Saturday. 

Iranian journalists covering the trial said 
the forme-rforeign minister was led into court 
blindfolded Monday to attend the pro- 
cee dings. 

Iran's National News Agency IRNA repor- 
ted that Monday’s session was devoted 
mainly to Ghotbzadeh’s answers to the 
charges against him. IRNA said the trial was 
adjourned until Saturday. 

Ghotbzadeh. sporting a beard and wearing a 
summer shirt, has to conduct h& own defense 
since under Iran's rigid laws, defendants are 
not allowed to have defense lawyers.

Ali said wounded Palestinians in need of 
surgery would be treated at Egypt’s civilian 
and military hospitals, at the request of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, and that 
Egypt would send a high-level medical mis- 
sion to Beirut to treat other wounded. 


KARACHI, Aug. 16 (AFP ) — Pakistan 
bas announced a reshuffle of top-level offic- 
ers in the police administration.

Says Seoul 
set to boost 
ties with all 

. SEOUL, Aug. 16 (AP) — President Chan 
JDoa Hwan left Monday to visit four African 
countries and Canada, saying bis tour will 
convince, the world that South Korea is 
'“determined to cultivate ties with all coun- 
tries," regardless of political differences. 

Accompanied by bis wife and an. official 
entourage of 18 ranking officials, Chun will 
visit Kenya Aug. 17-19 after an overnight 
stopover at Penang, Malaysia. He then will 
visit Nigeria Aug. 19-22, Gabon Aug. 22-24, 
Senegal Aug. 24-26 and Canada Aug. 28-31. 
J This Was his third state visit since be was 
elected president of the republic in Avgust 
■1980. He visited the United States in Febru- 
ary, 1981, and the states of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) hi June 
rand July last year. 

.• In a departure statement during a short 
.ceremony at SeouFs Kimpo International 
-Airport, Chun. ‘ said, “It is my earnest hope 
that this tour will convince the world that 
Korea is determined, in the interest of peace 
and. prosperity, to cultivate ties with all coun- 
tries, transcending differences in ideology 
, and institutions. 

He also said he hoped the trip “will lay the 
.foundation’ 1 for making the 1988 Seoul 
Olympics a “ festival of all mankind, a medley 


of friendship and goodwill" 

He said that.through bis visits he wiH do his 
best to“cement the friendly and cooperative 
relations that have existed, further solidifying 
the international standing of (South) Korea, 
especially in Africa, Of his visits to the Afri- 
can nations, Chun said, “the four African 
countries are endowed by nature with limit- 
less potential If this is linked with the know- 
ledge and expertise that we have gained 
through economic development in the past 
decades, it is .'beyond question i that we would 
complement each other well.” 

Chun is the first South Korean chief of 
state ever to visit any African countries in the 
republic's 34-year history. Sooth Korea has 
been vying with North Korea to win the sup- 
port of African states in its diplomatic con- 
frontation with the northern half. North 
Korea has ties with more countries in the 
African region than South Korea. 

Chun said be wanted to emphasize “we 
have a responsibility to forge a new era of 
Afro- Asian cooperation, not only in our own 
interests but also that of the world at large.” 
He added: “Though Africa and Asia were 
once synonyms for bondage, poverty and- 
chaos, I predict that the coming century will 
see the two continents move onto the center 
stage ot world affairs to make major con- 
tributions to the freedom, peace and prosper- 
ity of all mankind.” 

Of bis Canadian visit, Chun said be 
believed Canada will be a “valuable and 
i powerfiil partner in forging a gTeat Pacific 
era.” He '*added be hoped the visit will not 
only - deepen Korea’s existing ties .with 
Canada but also will include a “meaningful 
dialogue on ways to advance the prosperity of 
the Pacific basin.”

Friers wife was peeping out of her kitchen 
window about 8 a.m. when she saw a man 
fitting tbe description her daughter gave her.

U.S. murderer 
gives out details 

HOUSTON, Texas, Aug. 16 (AFP) — A 
mechanic indicted of murdering as many as 
22 women — but who faces only a burglary 
conviction — has begun telling bis story with 
impressive detail investigators said. 

Woman-hater Coral Eugene Watts, 28, 
has confessed to-killing 11 women, police 
said. He may have murdered as many as 11 
more in tbe United States and Canada, they 
added. Details of bis confession have led to 
tbe discovery of three bodies so far. 

“He won’t say why he followed the 
women,” said an official of the Houstoh 
police department. “He just picked them at 
random. We don't know why. He probably 
doesn't know.” The police probably would 
not even know who Wans was. 

But other than that claim, a district attor- 
ney said recently “we didn’t have a stitch of 
evidence to go on in the killings, and we fig- 
ured tbat at feast this way we’d get the bodies 
of the victims.” 

Salvador raids 
on homes flayed 

SAN SALVADOR, Aug. 16 (R) - El 
Salvador’s top churchman condemned raids 
on homes and churches by security forces in 
recent anti-guerrilla drives. 

Acting archbishop Arturo Rivera y -Damas 
said tbat police and array trooppwent too far 
by their indiscriminate building-by-buflding 
searches. The church leader said tbe govern- 
ment should “moderate" its methods in line 
with circumstances, but he did not elaborate. 

Earlier an army statement announced 
house-to-house hunts for guerrillas this week 
in working-class suburbs ringing eastern San 
Salvador. Tbe statement added that an anti- 
guerrilla drive last Thursday in Ilopango, 7 
kilometers east of the capital had been suc- 
cessful. 

The archbishop, a critic of human rights 
violations, said that 77 persons had died in 
political violence in tbe first two weeks of 
August, though he blamed no groups for the 
deaths. 
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PEKING. Aug. 16 (AP) — Communis! 
China's campaign against “bourgeois liberal- 
ism" will not slop its foreign cultural 
exchanges, but the nation Will mount an 
“anti-erosion” struggle, an official magazine 
said Monday. 

“We will never return to the cultural obs- 
curantism practiced by Jiang Qing and her 
ilk,” the English-language Peking Review 
declared. 

Jiang Qing, wife of The late Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung, limited China's cultural activity to 
a handful of works that she personally had 
approved during the chaotic 1966-76 Cul- 
tural Revolution. She now is in prison under a 
suspended death sentence on charges of 
frame-ups and persecutions. 

“Decadent bourgeois ideas from the West 
will unavoidably find their way into China 
with the increase of our exchanges with fore- 
ign countries. But these are not to be feared if 
we beaT in mind the importance of tbe ‘anti- 
erosion’ struggle and adopt appropriate 
measures," tbe magazine said. 

It said a tendency has emerged in the last 


few years for some Chinese to blindly wor- 
ship the West and trumpet “bourgeois demo- 
cracy." 

“They want to introduce into China the 
entire Western political system, individualist 
ideas (including single-minded pursuit of 
personal gain and money worship) and even 
Western cultural garbage,” it said. 

If this trend “is not criticized and checked, 
it will jeopardize tbe promotion oF Socialist 
ethics and endanger our Socialist cause,” it 
added. 

But the Peking Review said China does not 
ban“tbings that are still controversial or even 
things that strike a somewhat unhealthy tone 
so long as they are not reactionary or obs- 
cene." 

Early this year, several performances of 
the French opera “Carmen” were permitted 
after some hesitation. French musicians who 
helped Peking’s opera troupe prepare its per- 
formance said authorities apparently were 
troubled by the heroine's consorting with 
smugglers and her lover’s desertion from tbe 
army, among other things. 


New Soviet missile reported 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 16 (AP) - The 
Soviet Union appears ready to start flight 
testing an advanced naval cruise missile for 
deployment on surface warships and sub- 
marines, U.S. intelligence sources report. 

The Soviet Navy already is ahead of the 
U.S. Navy in cruise missiles capable of hitting 
enemy warships hundreds of miles away. The 
U.S. Navy has yet to deploy missiles with that 
kind of range on its fighting vessels. 

American analysts said they believe the 
new missile will be a replacement for the 
SS-12, which has been operational for about 
seven years. After tbe tests are under way, 
tbe experts say they expect to be able to 
learn tbe characteristics of tbe new missile. 

According to naval specialists, the 
advanced cruise missile may be intended for 
deployment on a new class of heavy cruiser, 
on tbe aircraft carrier and aboard Soviet 
nuclear-powered Echo II submarines. 

The Echo sub has been described in a U.S. 
naval intellieence document as “one of the 


primary anti-carrier threats." 

In a report on Soviet naval power, the U.S. 
Navy’s naval intelligence office said that 
“cruise missile submarines and missile- 
armed bombers from the greatest threat to 
allied naval forces" on the high seas. 

“This is especially so when within range of 
Soviet air bases where tbe Soviets can launch 
coordinated attacks using not only recon- 
naisance aircaft to provide target data for 
submarine-launcbed missiles, but also their 
extensive force of naval and air force missile 
equipped bombers." the U.S. naval intellig- 
ence report said. 

U.S. submarines and surface warships are 
now armed with an all-weather anti-cruise 
missile called tbe Harpoon, which has a range 
of 60 miles. 

A project aimed at placing 300-mile range 
Tomahawk anti-ship cruise missiles on sur- 
face warships and in nuclear powered attack 
submarines is still in the planning stage. 


Anne’s husband misses celebration 


LONDON, Aug. 16 (AP) — Princess 
Anne celebrated her 32 nd birthday at Bal- 
moral Castle in Scotland Sunday with her two 
children and hex mother. Queen Elizabeth 11 
— but without her husband, Capt. Mark Phil- 
lips. 

Sunday Mirror columnist Chris Hutchins 
called Capt. Phillips' absence from the royal 
birthday festivities “astonishing." He 
■reported that Phillips, 54, was raking part in a 
minor equestrian event near Windsor. 

Romors of trouble in Anne's 9-year mar- 
riage to Phillips surfaced last September and. 
have been fueled by her solo travel abroad 
during the past year — and their growing lime 
apart while in Britain. 


A spokesman at Buckingham Palace con- 
firmed that Capt. Phillips was not at Bal- 
moral. He said Anne went to church Sunday 
motning with ihe queen and her youngest 
brother. Prince Edward. 

" I have no idea how she is celebrating," the 
spokesman said.

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Poland

WARSAW — 

Poland entered a sensitive two-week period Sun- 
day which will show how much active support the 
underground opposition can muster after eight 
months in hiding. Officials of the suspended Sol- 
idarity union have called for a leaflet and poster 
campaign, culminating in demonstrations against 
martial law on Aug. 31. 

The call followed a statement by military ruler 
Gen. Wojciech JaruzeLski last month offering only a 
gradual lifting of the martial law declared last 
December. Jaruzelski and other government 
leaders have ruled out any restoration of Solidarity 
in the form it developed before the military 
takeover, although they said the principle of inde- 
pendent trade unions would be retained. 

The authorities showed on Friday that they were 
in no mood to tolerate demonstrations in defiance 
of martial law. They sent riot police to break up 
opposition marches in Gdansk. Wroclaw and Nowa 
Huta and to disperse a peaceful gathering in central 
Warsaw. 

The four cities between them provide represen- 
tatives to a provisional coordinating committee of 
Solidarity, the bulk of whose leadership is still 
interned. 

Statements in the official press have made it clear 
the authorities intend a cautious approach to 
loosening the military grip and restoring trade 
union activity. The army daily Zolnierz. Wolnosd 
said in a commentary that the government must be 
sure that when it lifts martial law it will not have to 
reimpose it later. 

Jaruzelski said last month martial law could be 
lifted by the end of the year, but only if the process 
of wbat he called normalization continued. The 
speech was made after a month in which the 
opposition suspended proposed demonstrations on 
the grounds it wanted to create a climate for talks 
with the authorities. 

The generaT s speech and other remarks by gov- 
ernment officials indicated a tough line against all 
opposition. Underground leaders appear to have 
given up hope of establishing a dialogue with the 
government at this time. 

Monday marked the anniversary of the day in 
1980 when workers at the shipyards in Gdansk 
formed an inter-factory committee to negotiate 
with the government on their demands for better 
conditions and free trade unions. Security forces in 
Gdansk appeared to be preparing to meet any 
demonstrations marking the event, and there were 
extra patrols in the streets Sunday. 

Underground sources in Warsaw said there were 
plans to begin the two-week period with some form 
of leaflet distribution, but it was not yet dear what 
form this would take. Leaflets circulating in the 
capita] last week signed by the underground com- 
mittee coordinating opposition in tbe capital said 
demonstrations on Aug. 3 1 should take place under 
the following slogans: 

" Freedom for those imprisoned or interned, free- 
dom for f Solidarity leader) Lech Walesa. Solidarity 
is and win be. lift martial law. we demand 
agreement.” 

The government maintains demonstrators are an 
isolated minority and that most Poles favor allowing 
the government to find a way out of social and 
economic crisis. The official news agency PAP said 
last Friday’s incidents were “small in scope and 
lacked support from society.” 

The agency added: ” Polish society, although tired 
of the crisis situation, is certainly fed up with street 
riots." It said planned demonstrations this month 
were "a substitute after futile attempts to provoke 
strikes on May 13." A call for a general strike in 
May brought a limited response. 

"This setback led the organizers to revise their 
plans and tactics in the hope that street incidents 
initiated by small groups will attract passersby or 
onlookers more easily.” PAP said. (R) 
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Peru’s uphill battle against poverty and leftist violence

LIMA — 

A deepening economic crisis and renewed out- 
breaks of left-wing guerrilla violence are frustrating 
President Fernando Belaunde Teyry's efforts to lift 
Peru out of poverty and underdevelopment. The 
veteran populist leader was swept back into office 
two years ago in democratic elections which put an 
end to more than a decade of military rule. 

But less than half-way into his five-year terra he 
has seen his ambitious plans eroded by inflation, 
running at more than 60 percent a year, and by the 
international recession. 

President Belaunde won power with promises to 
build roads, schools and houses and to create jobs in 
a country in which half of the adult population is out 
of works or under-employed. 

But plunging prices for Peru's main exports have 
sharply reduced the flow of hard currency into the 
country, creating financial crisis which threatens 
many of his pet projects. 

And Maoist guerrillas bent on toppling the gov- 
ernment have stepped up attacks on police stations 
and vital installations such as power pylons. The 
violence, officially blamed on a fringe extremist 
group called Sendero Luminoso (luminous path), 
has forced the president reluctantly to declare a 
state of emergency in three mountainous southeas- 
tern provinces. 

The suspension of constitutional guarantees has 
given police sweeping powers to confront the guer- 
rillas. But government officials acknowledge that 
the roots of unrest lie deep in the area's backward- 


ness. "The police need the means to engage the 
terrorists in the most energetic fashion. But we must 
also pour in money to eliminate the causes." a 
ruling party deputy said. 

Money, however, is in short supply. The govern- 
ment wiD receive at least S800 million less than 
forecast this year because prices fm its principal 
metal exports, copper and silver, have dropped to 
the lowest level for 40 years. 

“We have been badly affected by the international 
recession and tbe substantial drop in the price of our 
export^’. Prime Minister Manuel Uiloa told 
Reuters. "This has a ripple effect, creating lower 
revenues and balance of payments problems." he 
said. 

Faced with a balance of payments deficit of more 
than S 1 .5 billion, the government went to the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) for a $960 million 
three-year loan. But the terms are tough. The 
budget deficit which last year widened to more than 
eight percent of gross national product must be 
halved, foreign borrowing restricted, devaluation of 
the local currency speeded up and government sub- 
sidies eliminated. 

"We have got to be patient. It is going to take some 
time before we are satisfied with our progress". Dr. 
UUoa said. 

The crisis has inevitably affected support for the 
president whose popularity has sunk to its lowest 
ebb since taking office. But left-wing opposition 
parties, all deeply divided, have failed to exploit the 
situation, leaving the government in a relatively 
strong position, according to political sources. 

The poor showing of the parliamentary opposition 


may also have contributed to the upsurge in guer- 
rilla violence, the sources said. Based in the remote 
region of Asacucho, the guerrillas have stepped up 
their actions from small-scale sabotage to daring 
aimed raids. 

Last April, they freed 250 prisoners in an assault 
on AsacuchoTs jail. They have also killed 14 
policemen this year and lost 1 8 of their own fighters 
in dashes. Diplomatic and political sources dis- 
count any immediate threat to the government from 
the extremists- But they said their actions are a 
costly drain on resources and a potential irritant to 
the armed forces. 

The government has denounced alleged links bet- 
ween the guerrillas and tbe drug mafia which con- 
trols Peru's illicit cocaine trade, worth an estimated 
SI billion a year. 

Dr. UUoa said the authorities also had evidence to 
suggest the extremists received foreign help but the 
declined to say from where. 

The failure of police to round up their enemies 
prompted speculation recently that the interior 
minister, retired Air Force Gen. Jose Gagliardi, was 
about to resign. But President Belaunde persuaded 
him to keep die hot seat in the cabinet and publicly 
emphasized the government's determination to 
eradicate the violence. 

“Tbe wayward terrorists are wrong. They will not 
overshadow our democratic achievements or harm 
Peru’s international prestige.” he declared in his 
July’28 Independence Day speech. The occasion is 
often used to announce a cabinet reshuffle but this 
year the changes were kept to a minimum. " 

The most significant move was the resignation for 


personal reasons of Energy and Mines Mini si 
Pedro Pablo Kuczynski. But he was replaced by 1 
deputy, Fernando Iflontero. indicating no maj 
policy shift. The only other changes affected t 
industry and justice ministries which are rotat 
every jear among members of the small Christi 
Democratic Party. President Belaunde’s coalitii 
partner.

Signs of thaw in Pakistani-Soviet relations

ISLAMABAD — 

As Indian Prime Minister Mrs. Gandhi tries to 
mend her fences in Washington there are signs of a 
slight thaw in Pakistan-Soviet relations, despite the 
Afghan war. The Geneva talks between Pakistan 
and Afghanistan last month, which were subject to 
a complete news blackout, achieved more than 
either Islamabad or the Afghan delegation and 
Russian “advisers" expected. 

Pakistan's Foreign Minister Sahibzada Yakub 
Khan made no secret of the fact that he was going to 
the Geneva talks expecting little. During the talks 
he made it clear to foreign correspondents that he 
was willing to be interviewed on any subject bar 
Afghanistan, and on his return here he said little 
about the substance of the talks, except that they 
were a step in the right direction. 

But. according to sources close to the government 


the Afghans, closely advised throughout by top 
Soviet officials, gave way on three key points. Kabul 
was willing for the first time to link the withdrawal 
of Soviet troops with the return of Afghan refugees 
— an important break with its previous position 
that the “ limited contingent" of Soviet troops was a 
bilateral issue between Kabul and Moscow and 
could oot be related to any other issue. 

Kabul also agreed to talk to refugee leaders, who 
also tend to be resistance leaders, about conditions 
for their return. It was suggested that Pakistan 
might-act as an intermediary but Islamabad is reluc- 
tant to get involved in a process which could easily 
turn sour. United Nations special representative on 
Afghanistan Diego 'Cordovez, who presided over 
the talks at the Palais des Nations, wanted the U.N. 
High Commission for Refugees to undertake the 
task, but UNHCR officials let it be known that they 
did not feel something quite as politically sensitive 
was within their brief. 


The third, and perhaps most significant conces- 
sion. was that any overall agreement should indude 
recognition by Afghanistan of the Durand Line 
which divides the two countries as an agreed inter- 
national border. The Durand Line has been a bone 
of contention ever since Pakistan gained its inde- 
pendence, with Kabul disputing the British-drawn 
demarcation. 

Diplomats here say the Russians are puttin g out 
strong signals that they want to disen tangl e them- 
selves from the Afghan quagmire which has done 
much to damage their standing in the Third World. 

Soviet Ambassador to Pakistan V.S. Smirnov, a 
soft-spoken diplomat speaking in Karachi before 
the Geneva talks, went out of his way to stress that 
Moscow attached “significant attention” to its 
relations with Pakistan. Yakub Khan, a former 
ambassador in Moscow, is said to have had par- 
ticularly good talks wjth Foreign Minister Gromyko 
— in Russian — at the U-N. in New York before die 
Geneva talks got under way. (ONS)

Soviet electronic snooping 
provokes furor in New York

WASHINGTON (AP) — The David and 
Goliath confrontation pitting a Long Island 
(New York) suburban town against the 
Kremlin over spy activities at a Soviet-owned 
estate is focusing renewed attention on the 
shadowy world of electronic espionage. 

Waged by both superpowers on a massive 
scale, the high-technology struggle to gather 
'■signal intelligence” ranges from tiny bug- 
ging devices to sprawling antenna farms, 
specially outfitted Soviet "trawlertf ’ lurking 
off U.S. shores and so-called ferret satellites 
orbiting hundreds of miles in space. 

This largely hush-hush war of electronic 
monitors, code -cracking computers and 
anonymous technicians provoked a rare out- 
burst of community anger in Glen Cove. New 
York, where the Soviets’ 1 5-hectare estate 
also has generated long-standing complaints 
over its exemption from local tax bills. 

Alan M. Parente. Glen Cove’s feisty 36- 
yeaf-old mayor, is set to meet this week with 
State Department officials in an effort to 
resolve the dispute, which led to b anning of 
Soviet personnel from municipal beaches, 
tennis courts and a golf course. The Soviets 


then retaliated by barring U.S. diplomats 
from a popular swimming bole along the 
Moscow River. 

Contending that the beach ban “interferes 
with the conduct of foreign affairs,” the State 
Department has warned Glen Cove of pos- 
sible legal action. 

Whatever the outcome, there appears to be 
little likelihood that the episode will put a 
crimp in Moscow’s electronic snooping 
operations in this country. 

Soviet defector Arkady Shevchenko hnc 
described upper floors of the 49-room man- 
sion on the Long Island estate — ostensibly a 
recreational facility for Soviet personnel 
assigned to the United Nations — as “full of 
sophisticated equipment.- to intercept all 
conversations, telephone conversations on 
anything which is going on.” 

Schevchenko, who was the highest-ranking 
Soviet official at the United Nations when he 
defected in 1978, revealed in a recent televi- 
sion documentary on the KGB that at least 1 5 
to 1 7 technicians were naming the Glen Cove 
operation. Its prime targets were said to 
include communications of the German 
Aerospace Corp- and other major defense 
contractors. 




Henry Fonda— an actor 
first, last and always

HOLLYWOOD (LAT) — What seemed 
so astonishingly true as yon watched Henry 
Fonda play a supreme court justice (closely 
modeled on his friend William O. Douglas) in 
First Monday in October on stage was that you 
could almost imagine Fonda, alone among 
American actors sitting as a judge and mak- 
ing a fine job of it. 

It was an illusion, triumph of a great actor’s 
combination of craft and presence. But the 
fact is that no one played the lean, twangy, 
upright, honorable, persevering and plain- 
spoken proto-typical Midwestern American 
better than Henry Fonda. 

Neither fame, nor fortune, nor long resi- 
dence among the baleful influences of Hol- 
lywood and Manhattan and the playing fields 
of international high society ever wore away 
any of that Nebraska coloration that went so 
deep. 

It was characterisftic, and part of his great 
appeal, that chief among bis private passions 
were bis apple orchard, standing there among 
the manicured and unproductive greeneries 
of his Bel-Air home, and' his beekeeping. 
There were few more cherished accolades in 
the Hollywood community than to be pre- 
sented a jar of his faintly eucalyptus-scented 
honey by Hank Fonda. 

As the 1981 biography by Howard Teich- 
mann made clear, Fonda, who died last week, 
was at that not a simple man, but very compli- 
cated. He was an actor first, last and always, 
at some peri! to other aspects of his life, 
including his marriages and bis relationships 
with bis children. 

It was widely and accurately noted that 
there were resonances between the fictional 
gulf and reconciliation between father and 
daughter in On Golden Pond and the real-life 
renewal of closeness between Fonda and his 
children, consequent to his long, happy and 
healing marriage to his last wife, Shirlee. 

Fonda was a private man, perhaps even 
more than fame forces many performere to 
be. His painting, his beekeeping, his honicul- 
turing were all particularly private 


endeavors. But it is also a common bond 
among many actors, I have found, that they 
are rather shy, and may at some early day 
have been drawn to acting because it is a 
pleasing way to fight shyness by pretending to 
be someone else. There was, 1 suspect, a little 
of this io Fonda. 

But be was not exclusively the intense and 
solemn figures he played so often and so wefl. 
He bad his banle scars as a heller, and both be 
and Jimmy Stewart have told of a riotous 
December evening in New York when they 
were both starving young actors and, reening 
home after a swell evening, paused to write 
their initials on a snowbank in Times Square, 
using a technique that is not unprecedented 
but was illegal in the circumstances. 

Fonda had been saved from a career in 
commercial credit by his first acting credits, 
coached by Marlon Brando's mother 
Dorothy at the Community Playhouse in 
Omaha. His father — in the story that was, I 
suspect, Fonda's favorite — all but disowned 
him for giving up a good job In favor of a 
gypsy profession and be was forced to move 
out to the YMCA. 

But when Fonda made his debut as the lead 
in the production of Merton of the Movies, the 
elder Fonda attended. Henry went home 
afterward to find his father buried silently 
behind a newspaper. Fonda’s mother and sis- 
ters prattled on about his triumph until one of 
the sisters ventured the tiniest of criticisms. 
Fonda's father snapped down the paper and 
said, "Shut up. He was perfect.” 

In just about all the ways a profes- 
sional actor can be. Fonda was per- 
fect. He brought conviction, concentration 
and dignity to the thinnest roles in the most 
unpersuasive films — the chores that test the 
good actor far more severely than the choice 
parts. 

And, in what may be the highest praise you 
can think of for an actor, be was never seen to 
be the actor acting. Whether be was Abe 
Lincoln, Tom Joad, Mr. Roberts or a cantan- 
kerous professor emeritus having a last gol- 
den summer in New Hampshire, Fonda was 
that man to the marrow of his bones. 




Elsewhere, the Soviets are believed to have

links. 

In an interview late last week, Moynihan 
said: “If the Soviets were doing this, and we 
didn't know it. that would just be an intellig- 
ence coup which they were bringing off...but 
if they do this, and they know that you know 
it. and they know you won’t say anything 
about it, that invites contempt. And you 
should never invite the contempt of 
totalfrarians.” 

Moynihan is pushing legislation that would 
empower the president to retaliate against 
electronic snooping activities. He said past 
steps taken to protect sensitive government 
communications “left the rest of us open to 
the airwaves.” 

A U.S. communications industry official 
noted that the Soviet consulate in San Fran- 
cisco “sits right on the access of the important 
microwave tr unks between the east and west 
coasts. So they can zero in on anything they 
want coming over those systems." 

“There’s a lot of commercial intelligence 
they can glean from those conversations, 
which they use against us — the wheat mar- 
kets, the money markets, the gold markets, 
petroleum and so forth.” said the official who 
asked not to be identified. 

In Washington, the roof of the Soviet 
Embassy bristles with high-frequency 
antennae, aimed toward the State Depart- 
ment. the Pentagon and CIA com- 
munications facilities in 'Virginia. The 
Soviets' new embassy, under construction, is 
strategically located near the path of a main 
telephone trunk route for the eastern sea- 
board. 

Despite the extent of Soviet eavesdropping. 
U.S. officials have avoided endorsing the 
kind of hard-line approach advocated by 
Moynihan.

U.S. Postal Service N -survival plan

WASHINGTON (WP) — The U.S. Postal 
Service has added something else to the 
snow, rain, heat and gloom of night that will 
not stay its couriers from their appointed 
rounds. It is called nuclear war. 

And the internal revenue service, true to 
its reputation, is intending to hound you to 
the end of the earth for its tax money with a 
post-nuclear- war tax plan. 

Postal planners donned straight faces last 
week and went before a house post office 
subcommittee to outline a 400-page plan 
for delivering the mail after a holocaust. 

What would happen, wondered Rep. 
Edward J. Markey if not many people were 
left to read and write letters after a nuclear 
war? 

“Those that are left will get their mail,” 
said Ralph H. Jusell, the civil defense coor- 
dinator at the post office. 

Jeny K. Jones, the chief planner, was just 
as reassuring. “If something is left, we'll be 
able to respond." he said. 

If it sounded ludicrous, it was supposed to. 
Rep. Mickey Leland, the subcommittee 
chairman, said he plainly intended to turn 
his stately hearing room into a theater of the 
absurd. 

“There was some giggling around the 
capitol about the absurdity of this bearing.” 
Leland said. “But we are all affected. And 
with that I thought I ought to do my part to 
point out the absurdiry of this nuclear mad- 
ness.” 

Before Leland and his colleagues finished, 
they had stamped “dead lerte?' all over the 
plan and convened their hearing into a 
denunciation of the administration’s 
stepped-up civil defense planning. 

The postal plan that riled them calls for 
moving postal operations to remote areas to 
continue mail handling, and providing fall-

Kentucky feud remembered

LOUISVILLE, Kentucky <R) - Long 
before Kentucky because known for its fried 
chicken and the Kentucky Derby horse race, 
most people pictured the state as the home of 
never-ending, violent feuds between moun- 
tain clans. 

This month marked the 100th anniversary 
of the start of the most notorious of the 
family battles, the legendary strife between 
:the Hatfields and the McCoys. 

The feud captured the imagination of the 
nation like no other feud in its history. Before 
it was over, according to common accounts, 
as many as 100 men, women and children 
were casualties of the “Hatfield- McCoy 
war." 

The feud between the two clans erupted 
into violence from an election-day dispute on 
Aug. 7, 1882. But historians say it had been 
simmering for some time. The McCoys, who 
lived near Kentucky's southeastern border 
with West Virginia, had sympathized during 
the Civil War with the northern states while 
the West Virginia Halsfialds generally sided 
with the southern confederacy. 

This contributed to bad blood between the 
families, but there were also disputes over a 
stolen hog, romantic living across clan line 
and political influence in the mountain reg- 
ion. 

When election day came in 1 882, the Hat- 
fields followed their habit of crossing the 
state boundary to vole in Kentucky. A polling 
day quarrel between members of the two 
families resulted in the fatal stabbing of Elli- 
son Hatfield, younger brother of Anderson 
“ Devil Anse” Hatfield. 

"Three McCoys including two teenagers 
were arrested from that" recalls Jim Klotter, 
an official of the Kentucky historical society. 
"When the Hatfields found out, they didn’t 
think jusiice.would be done and they took the 
McCoys away from the lawmen at gunpoint, 
tied them up to some mountain papaw bushes 
and riddled them with bullets. "The bead of 
one 15-year-old McCoy was virtually blown 
away” 

There was intermittent violence, including 
cross-border raids, between the Hatfields 


and McCoys for the next five years. 

But (he feud reached a climax on New 
Year's Day 1888 when a party of Hatfields 
crossed into Pike County, Kentucky, sur- 
rounded the home of Randolph McCoy and 
killed two of his dozen children in an ensuing 
battle. 

That raid and an illegal subsequent foray 
into West Virginia by a Kentucky deputy 
sheriff- to arrest some Hatfields led to bitter 
strains between the governors of the two 
states. 

Kentucky Governor Simon Bolivar Buck- 
ner, a former general in the Confederate 
Army, even threatened to activate his state 
militia. 

Eventually, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
that the apprehended Hatfields could be sub- 
ject to Kentucky justice even though they had 
been illegally arrested. After a legal hanging 
in 1890, the worst of the feud was over and 
there was only scattered violence between 
the two clans. 

By the time” Devil Anse" Hatfield died of 
natural causes in 1921, America's greatest 
feud had long since ended. However, its 
effects are felt to this day. The image lingers 
that Eppalachian mountain residents are 
gun-toting, moonshine-swilling hillbillies. 

Klotter said Kentucky was still struggling 
to overcome the image that it was a violent 
state. “The feuds were a very brief interlude 
in our state’s history and by 1975 we were 
close to the bottom of the nation in violent 
crimes,” he said. 

“This probably wasn’t even the bloodiest of 
the Kentucky feuds” he added.’ “It just 
came at a good lime as far as the national 
press was concerned and this was the era of 
fellow journalism." 

The historian also said the Hatfields and 
the McCoys might have been uneducated, but 
they were not the stereotyped hillbillies por- 
trayed by legend. “They were substantial 
landowners and held some positions of 
importance in their communities,” he said. 

By 1976, descendants and the few sur- 
vivors of the original families came together 
to end the feud, by shaking hands at a public 
ceremony dedicating a monument to six vic- 
tims. 


out protection for postal bigwigs and work- 
ers. 

Under the plan, the postal service also 
would pass out emergency change-of- 
address cards, help censor international 
mail and register federal workers and 
enemy aliens. But. alas, it would have to 
stop handling food stamps, passports and 
migratory bird stamps. 

Markey. a leader of the congressional nuc- 
lear weapons freeze movement, wasn’t 
impressed. After he pointed out flaws in the 
plan — lack of fuel, ruined buildings, des- 
troyed highways and the like — Jusell and 
Jones looked at each other and shrugged 
their shoulders. 

Other witnesses took up where Markey 
and Leland left off. Roger Molander. 
executive director of Ground Zero, retired 
Rear Adm. Gene la Rocque of the Center 
for Defense Information and Dr. Paul 
Milvy of the Physicians for Social respon- 
sibility raked the postal plan over the coals. 

“This whole civil defense scheme is the 
most egregious waste of the taxpayers' 
money I have ever witnessed,” La Rocque 
said. “Worse than the waste of money is the 
fact that the civil defense program serves to 
create the impression that nuclear war is 
fightable. winnable and survivable.” 

Joseph A. Moreland, who helps plan 
mobilization preparedness at the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency, didn’t 
take kindly to the public belittling of the 
survival blueprints. 

He told Leland he agreed that it was 
impossible to contemplate the ruin in a 
post-nuclear war America, but no matter. If 
“the event,” as he called it, occurs, he said 
that FEMA’s job is to deal with it through a 
government-wide plan. 

Moreland said that FEMA is moving 
quickly to draw up plans for President 
Reagan's new emergency mobilization pre- 


paredness board. An. assignment is an 
assignment, he said, and FEMA is serious 
about doing it right. 

Rep. Robert Garcia, listened stoically and 
then told Moreland be had no sue for the 
planning, “if the bomb comes. I hope it hits 
me in the middle of the head.” Garcia said. 
“I don't want to be 10 or 15 miles away. ... 
The devastation is going to be horrendous.” 

Rep. William L. Clay told the postal peo- 
ple their idea was “lunatic” and then 
admonished them not to deliver him any 
telephone bills after the bomb hits. “You 
can keep their bills,” Clay said. 

While the Postal Service feels confident 
about its plan, there's apparently more 
doubt at the IRS. where they’re trying to 
work out a post-disaster tax-collection 
scheme* 

A memo circulating at the Department of 
Treasury, prepared by tax analyst Gary 
Robbins, suggests that a nuclear blowout 
would destroy a lot of government and pri- 
vate tax records. 

And since the income tax system is based 
on reliable record-keeping. Robbins wrote, 
a post-war government in all likelihood 
would have to scrap the income tax. 

The easiest solution would be a national 
sales tax geared to the amount of money the 
government needed to make things 
hunky-dory again. Robbins wrote that a tax 
of about 20 percent would do the job. 

But there's something important to 
remember, he cautioned. “The tax must be 
calibrated ... To permit the increased gov- 
ernment spending to be accomplished with- 
out inflation." 

A treasury spokesman said the paper was 
only for planning purposes. But he denied 
reports that the FEDS are considering the 
use of salt instead of currency after a nuc- 
lear war. “That really sounds crazy.” he 
said.

COLOMBO (Depihnewsj — All over the 
world, the bugs are fighting back against 
insecticides and pesticides. 

The tenacious little borers, worms, ioopers. 
roller*, hoppers, moths, mosquitoes, miles, 
houseflies, biackfiics. sandflies, bacteria and 
even, in some instance, fungi have learned to 
live with the periodic encounter with pes- 
ticides. 

Where they survive, they live to spread dis- 
ease like malaria, river blindness, fiiaria and 
schistosomiasis. Agricultural pests ear up 
crops of rice, pulses, sugar cane, cotton and 
vegetables. Worldwide, the problem has rai- 
sed its head and scientists. World health 
Organization and the Fond and Agriculture 
Organization are now taking a ci- >er look at 
what the pests ere up to. 

While environmentalists and all concerned 
people are protesting against the contaminat- 
ion of the environment and the upsetting of 
natural ecological processes of nature by the 
indiscriminate use ■:>!" pesticides, one 
unpleasant fact has to be paced. 

For a long time pesticides will remain the 
major weapon in the control i.-f vector borne 
diseases and agricultural pests. The time 
when cultural and biological controls, better 
pest resistant varieties, and effective crop

management practices are developed on an 
extensive scale, is yet to come. 

Meanwhile, the world has t«« be fed and 
diseases have to be brought under control. By 
i 980. 428 species throughout the world have 
developed resistance to insecticides both in 
the agricultural and health fields. Of these. 
260 are agricultural pests. 

The pests have learned to develop enzymes 
■»hich detoxify the chemicals. Or they flex 
their resilient nervous systems to take the 
shock. Or make behavioral changes and just 
give the death-dealing chemicals a miss. Cer- 
tain individuals even develop genes which 
can tolerate the chemicals and so outwit men 
at the game. 

Generally, pests develop resistance when a 
particular insecticide is used over a long 
period. This has been the case with DDT in 
most parts of the world. This usually happens 
with pests which have large populations that 
multiply fast. A selection of these pests in a 
genetically the same population become able 
to a\oid or tolerate the chemicals. 

Another problem which could grow to crisis 
proportions has been discovered. Insecticides 
used in agriculture could nullify their effects 
on disease carriers if used in health control 
measures. Interaction has been found to exist 
between the use of insecticides in agriculture 
and disease control.

X rays and 
other methods, your doctors may decide that surgery is the only 
treatment that will offer you relief.

It has now become imperative that public 
health and agricultural authorities should 
agree which insecticides they use if they are to 
avoid ineffectivity in both fields. 

The most widespread of the pests which 
have developed resistance are cotton pests in 
the Central and South American countries, 
the United States. Mexico. Turkey, Egypt, 
the Sudan and elsewhere. Cotton is given 
heavy and frequent spraying of insecticide 
and this is attributed to be the reason for 
resistance development. 

Twelve species of rice pests have learned to 
tolerate certain insecticides. The countries 
affected are Sri Lanka. Philippines. Japan. 
Thailand, Korea. China and Vietnam. 

The housefly is universally resistant to 
DDT. The anopheles mosquito has 
developed tolerance of DDT in Sri Lanka. 
Philippines. Turkey. Egypt. Sudan. Iraq. 
Iran, in parts of India and in Central and 
South American countries. 

In several parts of rhe world, body and head 
lice have become resistant to organa 
chlorines. So are cat. dog and rodent fleas. 

In Bihar the sandfly has been found to toler- 
ate DDT. The most quoted case of a health 
program which had to be interrupted is in 
West Africa. A campaign is afoot to eradicate 
the blackflv which spreads river blindness.

burnout. Having overworked as a trial lawyer, your symptoms may fit 
into this syndrome. It is usually caused by work' -related stress over a 
long period. 

Some of the symptoms of burnout are frustration . feelings of fail ure. 
emotional exhaustion, boredom. Fatigue, sleeplessness, poor appe- 
tite and headache are common symptoms. 

According to Dr. Karl Neumann, a New York physician, people in 
social work, teaching, law and in the health care field (including 
physicians and nurses) arc especially vulnerable to bumout. 

To prevent it. improve physical fitness, learn how to relax, know 
how to find ways of recreation and take mini-vacations. 

For Mr. H.: Perhaps your youngster “invited" a bite from your dog 
because he's too young at the age of two to handle a pet. 

According to Dr. Jay E. Berkelhamer of the University of Chicago, 
children should not be given a dog until they are at least four or five 
years of age. Younger children may provoke a family pet with hugs, 
pulls or tail -twisting. 

For. Mrs. P .: You'll be interested in a warning by the American 
Academy of Pediatrics: Children can more easily develop illnesses 
brought on by high heat or humidity than adults. They should wear 
lightweight clothing in hot weather. They should drink water before 
and during their exertions. Intensity of their activity should be 
reduced.

The program covers several countries such as 
Ghana, Togo. Ivory Coast, Upper Volta and- 
Benin. The massive program means the 
spraying of something like 14.000 miles of 
river. 

But after about five years the insecticide 
used became ineffective and the program had 
to be halted til] an alternative had to be 
found. Alternatives in any instance have to be 
equally less injurious to humans and the 
environment. 

And as things are now. the pesticide indus- 
try is not able to come up with many alter- 
natives. It is expensive to develop new pes- 
ticides. They have to be used for at least five 
years for the companies to recoup their 
investment. What is more, it has been found 
that the newer pesticides have shorter lives 
because pests develop resistance sooner. 
Another phenomenon that has become 
apparent is that a different kind of pest takes 
over sometimes after treatment with pesti- 
cide. In the Philippines, for instance, whereas 
earlier the cabbage butterfly was a major 
pest, now the diamond back moth has taken 
over. In the 60s the stem borer was evident 
while in the 70s the brown plant hopper and 
the green leaf hopper attack crops of rice. 

In Sri Lanka aggravation of this problem has 
been anticipated. The mosquito became 
resistant to DDT in the 60s and the country 
had to change over to malathion for malaria 
control. 

But it was realised that to use malathion in 
agriculture could mean that it would become 
ineffective for the killing of the mosquito. So 
in 1 977 the government derided that raalath- 
ion and fenitrothion be reserved exclusively 
for health programs only. The department of 
agriculture does not recommend these pes- 
ticides for use in agriculture. 

The Third World particularly faces enorm- 
ous problems. On the one hand, there is little 
or no systematic monitoring and spot checks 
are done when complaints are made. On the 
other hand, the findings of the scientific 
establishment, where it Exists, take a long 
rime, or not at all. to filter down to the field 
and the farmer. 

Meanwhile, insecticides which have no 
effect at all are manufactured or imported 
and used, sometimes more intensively 
because the results are not forthcoming. 

It would mean a waste of money, pollution 
of the environment and destroyed crops. In 
many research institutions pest resistant var- 
ieties of agricultural species are being tried 
out. In the tea industry in Sri Lanka, a~ break 
has been made a decade ago when the indus- 
try was one of the highest users of insec- 
ticides. Not any more. 

Pest resistant varieties of plants, biological 
controls and improved management of crops 
have helped cut down the use of pesticides. 
For better or for worse.

Fight against dengue fever

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia (AP) — 
Concern that “invader^*' have been flitting in 
and out of the national palace, eluding palace 
guards. led the Malaysian king Sunday to 
order some 300 troops armed with “fogging 
ma chine s?’ to wage an all-out war against 
them. 

“My house is also susceptible,” said the 
Yang Di-Pertuan Agong (king), Sultan 
Ahmad Shah, to reporters as he led the 
mayor of Kuala Lumpur Elyas Omar and 
other officials in the battle against the 
invaders — tiny aedes mosquitos which have 
caused an epidemic of dengue fever in 
Malaysia. 

The king was spearheading a nationwide 
effort to eradicate the pests which so far this 
year have infected about 1,000 people with 
the tropical disease that causes high fever, 
severe pain in the back and joints and internal 
hemorrhaging. Twenty-five persons have 
died. The epidemic is the first since 1979, 
when almost 100 Malaysians were killed by 
the disease transmitted by the mosquito's 
bite. 

Radio and television have been carrying 
daily public service notices recently on the 
dangers posed by the aedes mosquito and 
how to get rid of it. Newspapers have joined 
in with advice and pictures of the mosquito's 
head magnified marry times. 

Dr. V. Shanmug ana than, who runs a private 
practice, said death can be avoided if people 
seek treatment early. But. he added, most ‘ 
people try their own cures or ignore the 


symptoms until high fever and profuse 
bleeding occur. Often it is too late. 

Authorities say there is no single injection 
or pfll that can cure dengue fever quickly and 
treatment is usually aimed at developing 
resistance through antibiotics and replacing 
lost blood and fluids. 

■ The notices urge people with symptoms to 
seek immediate medical help. They also point 
out that the aedes mosquito breeds only in 
clear stagnant water and urge people to make 
sure no empty containers are left lying about. 

Medical teams, such as the one at the palace 
on Sunday, are using "fogging machines” 
which throw out huge clouds of a chemical 
called redin to kill the mosquitoes. 

By royal command the mosquito hunt was 
joined by 107 palace guards, 30 escorts of the 
'king and queen, 30 soldiers, palace staff and 
others. Using knives, sickles, spades, brooms, 
rakes and other weapons, they swept through 
every nook and cranny of the 10-acre palace 
grounds located in a quiet area of downtown 
Kuala Lumpur. 

. The king, who left the hospital only Thurs- 
day after a successful appendectomy, said he 
was saddened to hear that children had been 
among the victims of dengue fever. He urged 
everyone to join in the fight against the mos- 
quito. 

The New Straits Times reported that a 
worker at the palace had become a victim of 
dengue fever, but the report could not be 
confirmed.

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Scientists consider 
ways to improve 

water buffalo breed

LOS BANOS, Philippines (Depthnews) 

Ancient like the land they tin, water buffaloes 
have been part of Asian farms for more than 
4.000 years. They remain the region’s beast 
of burden. 

A long due recognition of their importance 
has finally come, and Philippine researchers 
are hard at work improving their perfor- 
mance in the field, as an important source of 
protein (carabeef) and nutrients (milk). 

For all its importance, little attention has 
been devoted to make the water buffalo more 
productive and better in breed. Instead, it 
was ignored by scientists, despised by most 
agricultural advisers, and considered an 
embarrassment by government officials 
trying to modernize their countries. 

From its home in India, where half of the 
world’s 150 million water buffaloes are 
fbund.it has spread to 38 countries, including 
Australia, the Caribbean, Florida, Italy, 
Mozambique, Tanzania and the Soviet 
Union. There were 2.9 million carabaos (its 
local name) in the Philippines. 99 percent of 
them in the bands of rural, mostly low- 
income farmers each owning one to two 
beads. At least 9 out of 10 carabaos are used 
as beasts of burden, so highly valued that 
parents of a bride often require a carabao as 
dowry. 

The Philippine carabao has yet to achieve its 
potentials. For instance, water buffaloes are 
slow to mature and while they breed 
throughout the year, their fertility is offset 
during dry seasons. Semen quality is 
adversely affected by the heat, resulting in a 
poor conception rate among mated females. 
Because there are no physical signs when a 
female is in heat farmers often miss them, 
with insemination only 4-44 percent success- 
ful against 80 percent in cattle. 

It was only in the late 1970s that scientists 
realized the water buffalo population in the 
Philippines is actually dwindling. The reasons 
are many. Farmers, for instance, castrate 
their best bulls for use as draft animals, 
leaving weaker bulls to propagate the species, 
it results in genetic retrogression among local 
breeds. 

‘•There are very few carabulls today and the 
few ones available used for breeding are of 
the poorest types," says Dr. Moises de Guz- 
man. director of the livestock research divi- 
sion, Philippine Council for Agriculture and 
Rresources Research (PCARR) in Los 
Banos, a sprawling agricultural research town 
60 kilometers south of Manila. In an exten- 
sive study he finished in 1981 , Dr. De Guz- 
man found that 88 percent of farmers in 
Luzon Island practice uncontro]fed[breedtng , 
of water buffaloes and cows because of com- " 
munal pasture and grazing areas. There were 
also no bulls to select from. 

The preference for large males as draft 
animals also means a greater proportion of 
females slaughtered. Studies indicate that 
about 25 percent of those disposed are pre- 
gnant. and there have been rails for a total 
ban on water buffalo slaughter. 

Local scientists are currently studying the 
effect of nutrition on the water buffaloes’ 
reproductive performance, collecting and 
assessing semen quality and trying various 
methods of semen preservation. 


ThejtiKfies arc par t of a project to improve 
the water buffalo. The UPLB will be the 
research center for backyard water buffalo 
production, while the Central Luzon Sate 
University (CLSU) win focus on ranch type 
production. The PCARR will coordinate tire 
project which is supported by the United 
Nations Development Program (UNDP) and 
the Food and Agriculture Organization 
(FAO). 

The project seeks to meet the need of small 
farms for water buffalo power, as well as 
capitalize on its unexploited potential as a 
source of quality meat and milk. The 
immediate objective is to develop breeding 
programs suited for backyard carabao pro- 
duction and ranch carabeef production. 
There are two kinds of water buffaloes 
(Bubalus bobalis) is the Philippines: the river 
type (mainly found in India, Pakistan and the 
Middle East) and the swamp type (concen- 
trated in Southeast Asia and China). The 
river type possesses high genetic capacity for 
milk production ; the swamp water buffalo is a 
low milk producer, giving about one liter a 
day in an average 400 days of lactation. Thus, 
the latter is primarily used for farm work, 
able to work eight hours straight during a cool 
day and four hoars in a hot day. 

Scientists will try to mate different breeds, 
testing the genetic merits of the Philippine 
water buffalo with the Thai variety and the 
Indian Murrah. They aim to replace half of 
local water buffaloes with foreign genes. 
‘‘The Philippine water buffalo is the best 
draft animal in Asia, but it is poor in meat and 
milk production,” explains Sit. Ranjhan, 
FAO project coordinator. “The Murrah 
strain from India is good in meat and milk 
while the Thai buffalo is known for good 
meat and draft power.” 

Before the project, there was no national 
breeding herd where scientists know where 
the bull comes from, hoW it develops, its 
genetic potential, and so on. The last impor- 
tation of Murrah bulls was made in 1954 
(which was adversely infected with a local 
cattle disease). Since then, no concentrated 
government efforts to improve local breeds 
were made. Selected water buffalo heifers 
have now been bought, while frozen semen 
from Thai and Pakistani breeds have been - 
used for artificial insemination. 

The water buffalo improvement project will 
.also study the extent and control of major 
diseases, develop and test packages of tech- 
nology for production in small farmlots. It 
will also look into nutritional requirements 
and develop feeding and management prac- 
tices that will fully use crop wastes and other 
farm byproducts. 

-The nutrition -and physical- responses of 
draft water buffaloes have received very little 
research attention, so that local breeds will be 
tested for power in lowland and upland rice 
and corn fields. 

The man or woman behind the plow will 
also be included in the assessment of water 
buffalo power. Preliminary studies at CLSU 
indicate that the rate a water buffalo travels 
depend on the temperament of both animal 
and operator, body configuration of the 
animal, amount of load and how long it is 
allowed to puO the load. The power the water 
buffalo generates is affected by its rate of 
travel.

More than a beast of burden 


MANILA (Depthnews) — - From the hair in 
its ears for surgical and other brushes, to its 
manure which can be used as fuel when dried, 
the water buffalo is more than just a beast of 
burden. 

_ While it farms the field, drags carts and logs, 
it also provides succulent meat, delicious milk 
and cheese. 

Nearly 8 out of 10 farmers in Luzon use 
water buffalo manure as fertilizer, and 4 out 
of 10 use the manure for compost making. 
While the prices of chemical fertilizers are 
rising, a water buffalo produces about 18.8 
kilos of manure a day (6,835k z year) con- 
taining soil nutrients like nitrogen (0.28 per- 
cent), phosphoric acid (0.57 percent), potas- 
sium (0.1 1 percent), and calcium (0.2 i per- 
cent). 

Water buffalo manure can also be mixed 
with clay and used as building material or as 
ground plaster where rice is threshed. 
Because it contains calcium cyanamide.it can 
be used in making mosquito coils, with 1 ,90.? 
grains of dired manure making about 453 
coifs of mosquito repellent. 

Water buffalo hides provide materials for a 
local leather industry, from knife scabbards 
.to shoe soles, upholstery, belts, saddles and 
heavy luggage. The intimidating black horns 
are used for buttons, decorations, a plow lock 
rope splicer, knife handles, young coconut 
meat extractor, combs, spoons, forks, napkin 
rings, dice, bobbins, shoe horns, children’s 
toys and even for medicine. 

Despite their formidable appearance *1*5 
popularity of water buffaloes rests on their 
even temperament. Indeed, they are usually 
cared for by children. . 

W hite farm mechanization is increasing, 
water buffaloes remain crseritizl especially 




where rice fields are small. They continue to 
be beasts of burden because of lack of spare 
parts to machineries, improper maintenance 
and operation, expensive fuel and oil. Water 
buffaloes cost little to maintain, do not rust or 
need spare parts, and are long-lived — up to 
80 years — with a useful life of about 20 
years. The main traction in rural areas, they 
can pull more than their weight. 

Water buffaloes till the soil, tresh rice and 
other crops, raise water from wells and press 
juice from sugar cane. They can survive on 
coarse grass from poor soils. 

In general, when their usefulness as animal 
power on the farm expires, water buffaloes 
are slaughtered. Their meat provides any- 
where from 49-60 percent of the meat in 
Philippine, markets. It is increasingly 
becoming popular in the Philippines which 
bad to import SI 4.5. million worth of meat 
and their by-products. In rural areas, 
especially, they are already popular and 
cheaper ingredients of delicious dishes. 

A water buffalo with a nursing calf also pro- 
duces 300-800 kilos of milk during a lactation 
period of 180-300 days. In fart, they are 
popular sources of milk and white cheese in 
rural areas. They constitute the bulk of mil- 
king animals in the existing milk-collecting 
schemes in the Philippines. Local researchers 
have found that water buffalo milk has higher 
protein, fat and lactose content than cow's 
milk. 

Water buffalo hide, while thick, is almost 
hairless. They have difficulty in controlling 
their body temperature since they also have 
very few sweatglands. Their skin is unprotec- 
ted from insect bites. Both for cooling and as 
insect-repellent, water buffaloes need to wal- 
low in mud.

future hangs 
in balance

PEKING, (Depthnews) — Morning tea in 
the splendid ground-floor lobby of the Penin- 
sula Hotel is one of life’s pleasures for the 
regular visitor to Hong Kong The “Pen,” as 
it is known in Hong Kong, is a monument to 
good taste, a dignified reminder of the way 
things were. 

The question today for the people of Hong 
Kong is not, however, bow things were or are, 
but how they will be in 1 997, when China has 
the right to take back what it says it never 
gave up. 

That is the year when the lease expires on 
Chinese territory held by the British, a lease, 
incidentally, that China does not recognize. 
Peking regards it as one of the “unequal 
treaties” signed by the weakened imperial 
dynasties under the duress of British gunboat 
diplomacy. 

Hong Kong today is an anachronism, a 
“contradiction” as the Chinese might say. It 
is a colony and yet it is not a colony. British 
administrators seem incidental to the entrep- 
reneurial activities of Chinese residents. 

It is a place that boasts some of the best and 
some of the worst accommodations in Asia. 
Contrast the splendor of houses and apart- 
ments on the lulls behind Hong Kong’s Cen- 
tral District with the squalor of corrugated- 
iron shanty towns on the Kowloon peninsula. 
It is a place where old Chinese customs rub 
against brash new influences of the West. It is 
a place where there are huge differences in 
living standards. Contrast the life-style of 
mega-rich Chinese businessmen with their 
private yachts and chauffeur-driven Rolls- 
Royces, and the lot of the average worker 
who lives in a cell-like apartment block with 
wife and kids. 

Yet these same workers are almost certainly 
better off than most of their counterparts in 
Asia. Defenders of Hong Kong's freeboating 
capitalist system say that it provides 
unlimited opportunities for those prepared to 
work hard. 

In today's more straitened times — Hong 
Kong is feeling the pinch like everywhere else 
— this is less true, but there is no doubt that 
over the years entrepreneurship has been 
rewarded, and how. 

Hong Kong has been described as an 
“economic miracle,” and so it is. A city-state 
of a little more than five million people, it is 
the world’s biggest exporter of garments, 
watches and toys. It runs the world's third 
biggest container terminal and is the third 
most important financial center In the world 
after New York and London. 

What is Peking to make of its prodigal son? 
How is it to handle its relationship with Hong 
Kong in light of the uncertainty caused by the 
clock ticking away on the 1997 lease? How 
can It ensure that Hong Kong continues to be 
a huge market for its produce and a robust 
source of investment and expertise? 

These problems are now being considered 
by the leadership in Peking which has set up a 
committee under the State Council — 
China’s cabinet — to consider the colony’s 
future. Deng Xiaoping, the Communist Party 
vice chairman and China's paramount leader, 
recently told visitors that Peking intended to 
exercise its “sovereignty" over Hong Kong. 
Exactly what Deng has in mind is not clear, 
but h is certain that Peking wants to protect 
Hong Kong’s economic well-being. And 
herein lies the dilemma for the Chinese 
leadership, because a clumsy move by China 
could send investor confidence crashing. 

A glance at the trade figures shows why 
Hong Kong is of such prime economic impor- 
tance to China. It is China’s second largest 
trading partner after Japan, ahead of the 
United States. Chinese exports to Hong 
Kong in 1 981 amounted to a little more than 
$5,000 million. Two-way trade was worth 
about $7,000 million. 

Hong Kong is a huge re-export market for 
Chinese produce. According to figures pro- 
vided by the Hong Kong government, re- 
exports of Chinese-manufactured products 
were worth some $2,000 million last year, an 
increase of about 30 percent in the year 
before. Added to its trade value to China, 
Hong Kong is also the main source of foreign 
investment in Chinese enterprises. 

Peking itself has a large business stake in 
Hong Kong. The Bank of China and its 12 
sister banks control about 40 percent of Hong 
Kong’s financial market China Resources, 
controlled by Peking, oversees dozens of 
trading enterprises in Hong Kong generating 
bard currency for China. Peking has interests 
in property, ship-repair facilities and in mer- 
chandizing corporations. 

There is also Hong Kong’s value to China as 
a neutral point of contact where business 
deals can be consummated and currency 
exchanged in a freewheeling commerical 
atmosphere. Lord Kadoorie of Hong Kong, 
one of the colony’s leading businessmen, 
recently described the place as a “service stat- 
ion which enables China to regulate the flow 
of expertise required to fuel its modernizat- 
ion programs.” 

Influential Chinese in Hong Kong would 
agree with Lord Kadoorie’ s assessment of the 
colony’s commercial strategic value to China. 
Cambridge-educated David Li, bead of the 
Bank of East Asia, is confident the lease issue 
will be dealt with sensibly by China. 

“I think the Chinese are very dever," he 
said in a recent interview. “They don't want 
to rock the boat. I think there will be a period 
of consultation and negotiation.” 

How does China actually propose to handle 
its Hong Kong problem? There are those who 
believe that Peking will adopt a laissez-faire 
approach, leaving the colony to run more or 
less as before under British administration. 

In -the official Chinese mind there is no 
doubt that the future of Hong Kong and 
Taiwan is psychologically linked. The Chin- 
ese used to say the Taiwan problem would be 
solved first. It is most unlikely they would say 
the same thing today. 

Recent viators to China who have inquired 
about the future of Hong Kong have quietly 
had their attention drawn to Peking’s nine- 
point proposal issued last September for the 
reunification of Taiwan and the mainland.

LONDON — Learn English the easy way — 
in England. This is the message Britain’s 
many English language schools bring to vis- 
itors this year. Language schools in all parts 
of the country provide first class facilities for 
businessmen and students to learn and 
improve thier English. Some schools are 
based in London, giving visitors the chance to 
live and work in the capital; others are found 
in university cities such as Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, and many resorts on the south coast. 

Some schools specialize in intensive

WASHINGTON. Aug. 16 (R) — The U.S. 
economy will probably not show improve- 
ment until the last quarter of 1982. Com- 
merce Secretary' Malcolm Baldrige said in a 
magazine interview. 

•‘Spending by consumers this summer will 
probably be felt in the nation's factories in the 
October-December quarter,’* Baldrige told 
U.S. New And World Report magazine. 

“We won’t see a significant decrease in 
unemployment until then. It will take another 
four to six months after that before firms start 
investing in new plant and equipment” he 
said. 

Baldrige said reduced interest rates will 
spark a recovery. He said interest rates 
should continue to drop if Congress makes 
-additional budget cuts and passes President 
Reagan's tax bill. 

"I think the pressures on interest rates are 
more down than up right now. I don't think 
interest rates will skyrocket again during the 


recovery, in fact they racy fall.” he said. 

Meanwhile, President Reagan said Sunday 
he had made some progress in his efforts to 
persuade Congress to pass a record S93.3 
billion tax-raising bill and expressed cautious 
optimism that the measure would be 
approved. 

While Reagan held luncheon for about 30 
Congressmen at Camp David, the presiden- 
tial retreat in the Maryland Mountains, 
officials predicted dramatic rises in interest 
rates if the tax package were rejected. 

"I maybe made some progress ... I’m 
cautiously optimistic all the time.” the pres- 
ident said as he arrived back ar the White 
House. 

Reagan, who believes huge budget deficits 
must be cut to ensure economic recovery, has 
been campaigning vigorously for the bill 
despite a rebellion by some of his Republican 
Party allies who say a recession is not the time 
to raise taxes.

If you can pay 10 or 20 
times the control price, you can buy what 
you need from the army of suppliers who 
cross borders to smuggle goods. 

The streets of Accra are lined with people 
vainly awaiting taxis The drivers do not 
stop because the control price for a fare — 
less than two cedis — is uneconomic. They 
prefer to do private deals v/iih customers 
they c*n trust. The control price is the 
price at which a commodity is not 
available.” commented a European sales- 
man.

Jakarta weathers recession 


JAKARTA, Aug. 16 (R) — * President 
Suharto said Monday Indonesia was suc- 
cessful in weathering the world recession but 
was faced with serious population problems. 

In an annual state-of-tbe-nation speech to 
parliament he dismissed the possibility of an 
impending currency devaluation, saying it 
was not necessary and the present managed 
float of the rupiah would continue. 

Falling oil and commodity revenues have 
reduced foreign exchange reserves by nearly 
38 percent in the past 10 months to slightly 
more than $5 billion, but this was“stflj within 
the bounds of adequacy," the president said. 

The country had achieved "quite 
encouraging results and progress amidst the 
gloomy economic developments in the world 
... the results we have achieved have raised 
the standard of living of the nation, so that 
Indonesia is no longer classified as a country 
with a low income, but as a country with a 
nedium income." he said.

Like thousands of his countrymen he is 
leaving, to set up io Togo, the affluent strip 
of a country east of Ghana. Precise figures 
for the outgoing flood of qualified 
Ghanaians, from doctors to fitters, are 
impossible to find. 

But an education ministry official said the 
country had lost 10.000 teachers in the past 
two years, principally to Nigeria, and he 
expected to find that hundreds more had 
left when the new school year starts in Sep- 
tember. A qualified teacher earns less than 
2 .000 cedis a month here, or less than S20 at 
the unofficial rate. 

The richer migrants head for Europe and 
the United States, and the Ghana airways 
office is packed with people looking for a 
sea:. But getting a ticker may not be 
enough, as one traveler discovered recently 
w.hen’ he arrived at the airport and found 
that someone had sold bis boarding pass to 
the highest bidder. 

The collapse of the economy, due to falling 
commodity prices, inefficient state enter- 
prises and a level of corruption in govern- 
ment which Ghanaians and foreigners alike 
say reached outrageous proportions, partly 
account for the brain drain. 


Economically the biggest problem was 
controlling growth of the population, now 
more than 150 million, and avoiding unemp- 
loyment. The government aimed to halve the 
1970 annual birth rate of 4.4 percent by the 
end of the decade, the 'president said. 

“The greatest challenge before us is 
expanding job opportunities outside the 
agricultural sector and the execution of 
large-scale transmigration to areas outside 
Java.” 

General Suharto stressed the development 
of rural cooperatives to take over crop mar- 
keting and said the emphasis for the next 
decade would be on industrialization. 

He said be regretted the violence which 
preceeded last May’s general election and 
said if it had not been stopped it could have 1 
caused a disaster. The president, who is 
assured of selection by congress next March 
for a fourth five-year term, hinted that in fu- 
ture the 45-day official campaign period 
might be modified. ■ 

France shines 
on export front 

PARIS, Aug. 16 (SP) — In the conquest of 
foreign markets, French industry has been 
recording encouraging results. For instance, 
CIT-Alcatel has concluded, in India, a con- 
tract worth three billion francs for telecom- 
munications. In Brazil, the CGEE-Alsthom 
has gained success in the domain of railway 
contracts. And, while Cteusot-Loire is- 
announcing a delivery of 3.7 billion francs for 
Indonesia, Spie-Batjgnolles has confirmed its 
share in the final work being done on the 
Transgabonais. 

Meanwhile, the big national enterprises 
have set up special project-study companies 
to sell French knowhow abroad. 

"Sofratu" for the RATP (Parisian trans- 
port system) is taking an active pan in the 
building of “metro" or subway railway lines 
in Cairo and Mexico City. Sponsored by the 
Ministry of Economy and Finance and the 
Ministry of Posts and Telecommunications, 
“Sofrepost" sends missions of experts who, 
by collaborating with the authorities in the 
countries concerned, help to re-orgaoize its 
services. For the SNCF (French railway sys- 
tem), “Sofrerair has done much research in 
Morocco, Iran, Libya, Senegal, and Turkey.

Mexico money-deal ban stays 


MEXICO CITY, Aug: 16 (R) — Mexico 
says a ban on almost all currency dealings, 
imposed Friday with the aim of stemming 
speculation against the country’s peso, wifi 
continue when banks reopen Monday. 

A finance ministry statement read on state 
television late Sunday night made clear that 
the conversion of pesos into foreign curren- 
cies would remain banned and that dollars 
could not be withdrawn from dollar- 
denominated account held In Mexico. 

Friday's action shocked Mexicans, who 
have an estimated S10 to $12 billion in such 
accounts, as well as foreign bankers who had 
loaned about $80 billion to the government 
and private borrowers on the basis of tbe 
country’s rich oil reserves. 

It came only a week after the government 
announced a two- tier exchange system aimed 
at curbing currency speculation. Officials bad 
said then that Mexico's-' foreign reserves 
would have been wiped out in about a month 
without such a system. - 

Tbe government said Friday that dollars 
beld in a«x>unts here could be withdrawn in 
the form of pesos, but Sunday night’s 
announcement specified that tbe local cur- 
rency could not be uSed in any other 
exchange transactions when banks reopen 
Monday. 

The finance ministry added that banks 
could swap foreign currency banknotes with 
foreign-exchange denominated payment 
orders and ’documents.’ Spokesmen for the 
ministry and the central bank were not 
immediately available to elaborate on the 
brief communique. 

The finance ministry bad told banks Friday 
that they cold change dollars tendered by tbe 
public at a rate of 69.50 pesos, but the ban on 
conversion into dollars triggered black mar- 
ket dealings in which Mexicans were pre- 
pared to pay more than 150 pesos for tbe U.S. 
currency. 

The drop in tbe value of the peso, which 
averaged 27 to the do Ear before it was 
allowed to float in February for tbe first time 
since 1976, reflects a growing economic crisis 
compounded by a fall in oO prices. 

A slump in oil sales by the world's fourth 
largest producer cost Mexico about $6 billion 
last year in projected earnings, adding to dif- 
ficulties in raising fresh funds on interna- 
tional money markets to repay loans foiling 
due. 

The state-owned oil monopoly Femes 
reported a few days ago that exports bad 
foDen to 1.3 million barrels per day last 
month after a cut in prices had boosted sales 
from one million in March to 1.6 minion in 


June. 

The finance ministry statement read oh 
television Sunday nigbt said: The finance 
ministry and Bank of Mexico, continuing tbe 
process of reopening foreign exchange bank- 
ing operations, informs tonight that starting 
tomorrow, Monday, credit institutions will.be 
able to. transact exchanges between the fol- 
lowing •instruments:

Tagos economy

LAGOS, Aug. 16 (R) — The Nigerian 
economy, hard hit by the world ofl glut 
should be back on an even keel by the first 
quarter of next year, federal budget director 
Theophilus Akinyele was quoted as saying. 

He said era. a radio program that some of the 
austerity measures imposed last April to 
overcome an economic crisis caused by poor 
oil sales would be reviewed next year, press 
reports said Monday. 

But < Akmyele was quoted as raying that 
the hand core of the measures, which are cen- 
tred. on tough import curbs, would remain 
untouched in the review. . 

The budget director said that by the first 
quarter of next year “the country wig have 
reached a situation where it would be on an 
even keeL” Nigeria's position would be com- 
fortable enough to meet foreign commit- 
ments and implement budgetary proposals 
without too much strain, he added. - 

Peking to play 
active ILO role 

GENEVA, Aug. 16 (AP) — Communist 
China {dans to end more than a decade of 
passivity in the International Labor 
Organization and resume an active role in tbe 
organization, the ILO announced Monday. 
The country has been represented only 
nominally in the 148 nation specialized UN. 
agency since November 1971, when the ILO 
withdrew membership from Taiwan and 
granted it to the Faking government.

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‘Green revolution’ still a far cry

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP) — Food 
production is declining in some parts of the 
work! but the “green revolution” is still to 
come, the World Bank said Sunday. 

The annual report on how the world is 
developing, sees big hope for the tropics in 
what is called tissue culture: a system for 
producing test-tube clones — identical twins 
—of trees like ofl and coconut palms, and for 
coffee and rubber as welt 
“Tissue cultures could... provide a basis for 
yield improvements in tropical perennial 
crops comparable with the impact of the 
green revolution on the cultivation of cere- 
als, the report says. 

It tens how scientists can start with a bit of 
leaf or root and produce new plants in the 
laboratory exactly like the parent plant. The 
number of plants can be multiplied much 
more quickly than by older methods, with 
uniform yields and qualities. Tissue culture 
can also be used to bufld in resistance to plant 
diseases and to adapt plants to particular 
{daces. * 

One company in Malaysia, it says, plans to 
market several million oil palms a year by the 
end of the 1980s, with productivity 30 per- 
cept better than the best kinds now available. 
The “green revolution” began with the 
development by Norman E. Borlaug. an 
American scientist, of wheat varieties that 
can produce two or three times as much as old 
fashioned seed. 

In little more than a decade, over half the 
poor countries? wheat acreage and a third of 
its rice paddies had converted to the new 

Americans favor 
balanced budget 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1 6 (AP) — A majority 
of Americans favor a constitutional amend- 
ment requiring a balanced federal budget, 
but half don’t think it would work, according 
to the latest Associated Press-NBC news 
polL 

Sixty-three percent said they favor a con- 
stitutional amendment requiring a balanced 
budget, while 24 percent said they oppose it 
and 1 3 percent were not sure. 

Faced with projected federal deficits of 
more than $100 billion a year for the next 
three years. President Reagan has asked 
Congress to begin the procedure for an 
amendment to require a balanced budget. 
The Senate already has approved the 
amendment, but it is still pending in the 
house. Even with congressional approval this 
year, such an amendment would require 
ratification by three-quarters of the states. 
In' the poll, 1,594 adults across the countiy 
were interviewed by telephone last Monday 
and Tuesday in a scientific random sampling. 
Fifty percent of them agreed that such an 
amendment, even if enacted, would not result 
in balanced budgets, while 32 percent said it 
would and 18 percent were not sure. --V. 


Punjab, a semi-arid stale on India's Ganga 
River plain, where it says that six years after 
the new seeds were brought in, farm incomes 
had doubled and savings had grown still fas- 
ter. Production of wheat and rice was still 
rising sharply in the late 1 970s. a contribution 
to India's present virtual self- sufficiency in 
food. That accomplishment had seemed 
impossible in the 1950s. 

Though the green revolution has benefited 
minions of fanners, it has not yet occurred for 
many more, the report points said. They lack 
the proper climate, soil, rainfall, irrigation, 
flood control, transport, marke ting, research, 
price systems and other incentives. 


In the poor countries of Africa — especially 
those south of the Sahara — the amount of 
food produced per person actually went 
down in the 1970s. after a small rise in the 
1960s. 

The World Bank has invested over $ 1 5 bil- 
lion in farm development during the past five 
years, giving loans at low rates of interest and 
some entirely interest-free. Its experts are as 
concerned with improving cash crops in poor 
countries as with increasing food production. 
They say the problem there is not so much 
lack of food as poverty, and they see more 
advantage for Sudan to grow more cotton and 
Colombia to improve its coffee than to con- 
centrate on growing more food. 


W. German firms going bust 


BONN, Aug. 16 (AFP) — The list of West 
German firms expected to go out of business 
m the land of the “economic miracle” 
year may total 16,000 — among them some 
of the country’s best-known manufacturers. 

The receivership of the electrical giant 
AEG-Telefnnken is merely the most spec- 
tacular symptom of a black year for the coun- 
try* s industry, which has seen long- 
established institutions folding like packs of 
cards. 

The list includes Hi-Fi Dualg which man- 
ufacture turntables Bauknecht (household 
appliances), Magirus Deutz (b (buses), the 
Wienerw&ld Chain of inexpensive 
restaurants, Rollci (cameras) and Pelikan 
(office equipment). 

Business experts here are predicting that the 
avalanche of bankruptcies in 1982 will soar 
past last year's record of 1 1 ,653 to about four 
times as many as the 4,201 recorded a mere 
12 years ago in 1970. 

Things have become so bad that the coun- 
try’s conservative employers have been 
demonstrated in the streets for the first time 
to vent their concern. For them there is no 
doubt that the fault lies with the Social 
Democrat government of Chancellor Helmut 


Schmidt as well as with the Bundesbank (cen- 
tral bank) and the trade unions. 

The employers complain of staggering 
under taxes and social charges that are far too 
high. They say the Bundesbank is strangling 
them by tightening credit and charging “ usu- 
rious" interest rate. 

They also attack the hard-line stance of the 
trade unions which, for example, prevented 
the British group General Electric from for- 
ging a life-line partnership with AEG. The 
unions said this would cost too many jobs. 

The bankers Dijnkfe. Westdeutsche Land- 
esbank (WLB) president Ludwig Trippen 
speaks for many of his colleagues when he 
says that management is largely to blame for 
its troubles. 

He told the weekly newspaper Der Spiegel 
this weekend that finance and investment was 
too aften based on improvization. 

Trippen added that employers disguised 
their results for tax purposes to such an extent 
that they themselves no longer knew what 
was really going on in their own companies. 
The banks are being particularly strict with 
family businesses which they claim too often 
have ideas far too grandiose for a depressed 
market. 


Manila call to set up food bank 


MANILA, Aug. 1 6 (Agencies) — Philip- 
pines Agriculture Minister Arturo Tanco 
urged senior officials from the Group of 77 
developing nations Monday to help their 
poorer neighbors buOd up food reserves as a 
way of preventing world hunger. 

“It is imperative to guarantee the access of 
poor countries to adequate supplies in times 
of scarcity,'' he told delegates from 18 group 
members at a meeting on food supply which 
opened here Monday. 

The Group of 77 is a loose grouping of 
developing nations trying to negotiate a bet- 
ter-deal for themselves in the so-called 
North-South dialogue with developed coun- 
tries. 

Tanco said millions of people were starving 
to death in Bangladesh, Kampuchea, Laos. 
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in the area; 


the African Sahel and other poor countries 
which had no food reserves. 

He said because population had increased 
faster than food production in developing 
countries, their dependence on supplies from 
a few rich nations had grown to dangerous 
proportions. 

"Supplies for human consumption, which 
are already short, are reduced even further 
because grain is being fed to animals in richer 
countries." he told the four-day meeting. 

Tanco, a former president of the World 
Food Council, also proposed the resumption 
of negotiations for a wheat trade convention 
to build grain reserves under international 
law. 

But until such a treaty was in force, he asked 
delegates to support a World Food Council 
scheme for building reserves in poor coun- 
tires with financing from the International 
Monetary Fund or the World Bank. 

“I strongly urge this meeting to endorse this 
proposal to the Group of 77 as a necessary 
interim step for world food security until a 
binding and adequate wheat trade convent- 
ion is in place,” he said. 

The 1979-80 world wheat crop reached 
record levels of about 436 million tons. Cur- 
rent grain harvests remain strong and prices 
are relatively low. But food authorities fear 
that inherent market imbalances still leave 
the wodd in a precarious position. 

Developing nations have been drawing up 
programs to help lessen their dependence on 
traders in the wealthy countries. 


American 
banks cut 
prime rates 

NEW YORK, Aug. 16 (AP) - The 
United States' 10th largest bank cut its prime 
lending rate Monday to 14 percent, the low- 
est in nearly two years, as a drop in a key rale 
charged by the Federal Reserve system 
touched off new interest rate reductions by 
banks. 

Bankers Trust Co.’s decision lo reduce its 
prime rate by a full percentage point brought 
the prime, a guide to the rates banks charge 
tbeir best corporate customers, to a level last 
reached in mid-October 1980. 

Citibank, the United States' second largest 
bank, and Irving Trust Co., the 16th largest, 
Monday dropped their prime rates to 14 .5 
percent, matching similar reductions Friday 
by four other big banks — Manufacturers 
Hanover Trust Co., no 4, Chase Manhattan 
Bank, No. 3, Chemical Bank, No. 6, and No. 
15 Mellon Bank, of Pittsburgh. 

On Friday the Fed reduced its discount 
Tate, the rate it charges on loans to banks and 
savings and loan associations, to 10.5 per- 
cent. It was the third half-point reduction in a 
month. The move was seen as evidence of 
.’■the FecT s concern about the weakness of the 
economy, analysis said. 

U.K. bank trims 
mart dealing rate 

LONDON, Aug. 16 (R) — The Bank of 
England said it cut its money market dealing 
rates on bills of all maturities by ty percen- 
tage point. 

The bank provided 35 milli on sterling of 
assistance Monday morning, all through out- 
right bill purchases. 

The bank said it bought six million sterling 
of band one bank bills, maturing within 14 
days, at I] % percent to 11 7/16 percent, 
and 1 4 million sterling of band two bank bills, 
maturing from 1 5*to 33 day's, at 1 1 Va percent 
on Friday, it bought band one bills at 1 1 Vi 
percent and band two bills at 1 1 Va percent. 
It bought nine milli on sterling of band three 
banks bills, maturing from 34 to 63 days, at 
1 1 percent Monday, and six million sterling 
of band four bank bills, maturing from 64 to 
91 days, at 10 % percent On Friday, it 
bought band three bills at 1 1 . Va percent and 
band four bills at 1 1 percent - 
Earlier, the bank had revised its forecast of 
Monday’s money market shortage to about 
200 million sterling from 1 00 million. 


Dollar opens on strong note

JEDDAH, Aug. 16 — The American 
currency opened strong on the European 
exchange markets Monday, and gold and 
silver prices were also up Friday closiug 
levels. 

Eurodollar deposit levels continued to 
trade uncertainly and Monday saw cuts in 
dollar interest rates of between 1/16 and Vfc 
percent, especially in the shorter periods. 
The week-fixed rate is now quoted at 10 
5/1 6-10 9/1 6 percent — down by almost Va 
percent over the past few days. Longer 
dated funds were still ’traded at higher, 
levels and the one-year rate traded at 
13-13% percent levels. 

The European money markets were reac- 
ting nervously and cautiously to the latest 
round of cuts in U.S. interest rates carried 
out over the weekend. The decision of the 
Federal Reserve Board to bring down its 
discount rate by a further Vi percent to 1 OV 2 
percent was taken as another indication that 
the American administration was really 
serious in its intention of reducing interest 
rates in general. Other were not so sure — 
pointing to possible political expediency in 
the light of coming U.S. elections and that 
the fundamental causes of higher U.S. 
interest rates have not been overcome. One 
of these is the stfll large Federal budget 
deficit finan cing requirements. 

On the bullion markets, gold and silver 
prices inched up in a cautious and wary 
market that has seen so many reversals over 
the past few weeks. Gold, which had closed 
at $334.50 levels Friday in New York, rose 
to $338,000 on Monday, while silver added 
another 6 cents to trade at S6.30 levels. 
Bullion dealers are still advising caution 


until a clearer trend could be established in 
New York and the Asian markets. 

In the local exchanges, riyal deposit rates 
remained fairly stable despite the fallback 
in dollar rates. Short-dated riyaJs were in 
demand and the week-fixed traded around 
the 10-11 percent levels from 9% -10% 
percent opening levels. 

In the fixed tenors, the one-month 3IBOR 
traded at around 1 0-10 1/3 percent — down 
from Thursday’s 1 0 % percent levels, while 
the 1 2- month rate was firm at 12V«-12 % 
percent. Dealers said that liquidity was still 
to be found in the markets and that dealing 
was spread over many tenors.

Danish budget deficit widens 


COPENHAGEN. Aug. 1 6 (R) — The Dan- 
ish minority Social Democratic government 
said its draft budget for fiscal 1983 starting 
Jan. 1 proposes a current' and investment 
account deficit of 73.7 billion crowns against 
an upward revised 56.1 billion for 1982. 
The 1 982 projection compares with a 39.9 
billion deficit proposed in the original 1982 
budget bill passed by parliament in January, 
the government said in a financial appendix 
to the 1 983 budget draft. 

The forecast 1983 deficit would represent 
14 percent of gross national product at cur- 
rent prices against 12 percent for 1982 and 
8.4 in last year’s draft budget plan, it said. 
The 1 983 gross cash deficit, or total gov- 


ernment borrowing requirement, is 
estimated at 125-37 billion crowns against a 
projected 87.18 billion for 1982, the gov- 
ernment said. Net cash deficit excluding 
government debt repayment, is forecast at 
71.74 billion versus an originally envisaged 
58.23, it added. 


MEA makes an astonishing revival 


DAMASCUS. Aug. 16 (AFP) — The 
Lebanese Middle East Airlines (MEA) has 
made an astonishing revival, resuming its 
long-distance service to Africa from the 
Syrian capital despite the ongoing war in 
Lebanon. 

The weekly service, which resumed on 
Saturday, is attracting Lebanese refugees 
who have been in Damascus for months, as 
well as others who are streaming from Beirut 
for the flights which travel via Larnaca, Cyp- 
rus, to Kano and Lagos in Nigeria and on to 
Abidjan, Ivory Coast. 

Of MEA's 24 aircraft. 1 1 were caught in 
Beirut when the international airport there 
was closed more than! months ago. Five of 
them were destroyed by Israeli bombard- 
ments and the other six damaged by shells. 

A* MEA spokesman said the fleet's 
remaining 13 aircraft were dispersed — five 
to Paris, three to Jeddah, two to Larnaca, and 
oue each to Cairo. Damascus and Rome.

It ran another flight from Larnaca to Geneva, 
Rome and Nice. 

The MEA spokesman paid tribute to Syrian 
Arab airlines for allowing the Lebanese air- 
line to use Damascus Airport. Previously it 
had been barred from operating in Syria in 
competition with the local airline. 

The only limitation on MEA is that it may 
not use its African flight to carry passengers 
traveling only from Damascus to Larnaca. 
The flight is important because of the large 
number of Lebanese emigres in Africa. 

MEA is organizing a bus link between 
Beirut and Damascus Airport in order to 
spare Lebanese on their way to Africa from 
having to make a long and uncomfortable 
15-hour boat trip from Junieh. north of 
Beirut, to Larnaca. 

Meanwhile, MEA is leasing its remaining 
aircraft, with their Lebanese crew, to such 
companies as Air France, and to Saud'. air- 
lines. 


PARIS, (R) — French seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rose slightly in July to 
2,043.700 from 2.042,300 in June, and 
compared with 1 ,849,000 in July 1981 . the 
labor ministry said. Unadjusted unemp- 
loyment stood at 1,898.600 in July from 
1.867.100 in June and from 1,680,500 in 
July last year, the ministry said. 

LONDON, (R) — U.K. retail sales in July 
rose a provisional 0.4 percent after 0.8 per- 
cent increase in June, trade department 
figures show. 

The June increase had earlier been revised 
downward from a provisional 1.1 percent 
rise. The retail sales volume index, base 
1978, stood at 107 compared with 1 06.6 in 
June. 

MOSCOW. (AFP) — Japan will not 
escape the effects of the world economic 
recession despite its “impressive'’ growth, 
the Soviet Co mmunis t Party organ Pravda 
said in a long analysis on the Japanese 
economy here Monday. Pravtfa noted 
Japan's astonishing export performance, 
particularly of automobiles, over the past 
few decades, but added that Tokyo was par- 


ticularly vulnerable in the energy sphere, 
and would not be able to escape the 
“incurable ills and social problems" born of 
capitalism. 

KARACHI, (R) — Pakistan International 
Airlines (PIA) said Monday it would start 
weekly flights from Karachi to Baghdad 
next Saturday, two years after it suspended 
a twice- weekly service because of the Iran- 
Iraq war. Airline sources said this was to 
help thousands of Pakistanis working in 
Iraq. 

HELSINKI, (AFP) — Finland's trade 
balance surplus doubled to 1,600 million 
markka (5340 million) over the first six 
months of 1982 from the corresponding 
800 million markka ($170 million) surplus 
last year, customs officials have announced 
here. The improvement was mainly due to 
lower imports, particularly of oil. Chemical 
industry exports jumped 20 percent in 
value, and engineering exports by nine per- 
cent. 

TAIPEI, (CNA) — More than 20 con- 
struction firms of the Republic of China will 
jointly hold a real estate exhibition in Hong 
Kong from Sept. 6 to 1 2.

LONDON. Aug. 16 (AP) — Pakistan raced 
to a ten-wicket win over England amid 
gathering gloom and stormy clouds in an 
editing finish to the second Cricket Test 
match at Lord's Monday. 

The Pakistani bowlers toiled most of the day 
to dismiss England for 276 in the second 
innings. That left the Pakistanis needing 76 to 
win. and Mohsin Khan, the first inning 
double centurion, and Javed Miandad. 
promoted in the order, made quick work of it 
with five overs, of the 20 mandatory overs, to 
spare. 

"It was only Pakistan's second victory over 
England in 35 Test matches. The previous 
win was way back in 1954. In the current 
series the two teams are level at one win each, 
with one more Test match to come at Leeds, 
starting a week Thursday. 

Much depended on the three remaining 
England recognized batsmen — Tavare. 
Botham and Gatling — to save the match. 
Bjut off the three only Tavare stood bravely 
against a determined Pakistan. Also the rains 
which had interrupted the proceedings on the 
third and fourth day. played truant when 
England needed it most. The only two brief 
interruptions, due to bad light, came — one at 
the stan and the second just before tea. 
Imran. leading Pakistan in only his second 
Test, gave a near-flawless display of cap-

Favorites have it easy 


BOGOTA, Aug. 16 ( Agencies) — The big 
three, Yugoslavia, the United States and the 
Soviet Union, all got off to a winning start in 
the opening round of the ninth men's World 
Basketball Championships Sunday night.

interest in the champidnship. 

The U.S. gained a 30-20 lead within ten 
minutes at the start of the game, narrowed 
slightly at the end of the first half to a 47-40. 

The Chinese 'shot 60- percent in the first 
half, bat the U.S. squad dominated the sec- 
ond half, playing a strong defense and block- 
ing many shots.

“Everyone I talked to before 
the match was trying to pump me up. But 
keep inside, if s really hard to think you can 
beat her," Macaxin said. 

After splitting the first four games of the 
first set, Mascarin double-faulted four times 
in the fifth game and won only one point in 
the next game to fall behind 4-2. 

Mascarin held serve in the next game, but 
Lloyd took a one - set advantage when she 
also held and then won the ninth game with a 
sizzling backhand down the line and another 
double fault gift from Mascarin. 

Lloyd, playing for the first time since her 
loss to No. 1 ranked Martina Navratilova at 
Wimbledon, jumped out to a 4-0 lead in the 


second set before Mascarin broke in the fifth 
game by pinning Lloyd to the corner with .a 
topspin forehand. 

But Lloyd broke back in the sixth game and 
finished off Mascarin with a cross-court bac- 
khand winner, one of 1 1 outright winners she 
used on her way to victory in her fourth tour- 
nament of the year. 

In the doubles final. Kathy Jordan and 
Betsy Nagelsen defeated Lloyd and Billie 
Jean King 4-6, 7-6, 7-6. King and Lloyd were 
playing doubles together for the first time 
since 1974. Lloyd was playing tennis for the 
first time since her loss to No. 1 ranked Mar- 
tina Navratilova at Wimbledon earlier this 
summer. 

Meanwhile, it was learnt that, Hana Mand- 
likova, Bettina Bunge and Billie Jean King 
.will compete in the $175,000 World 
Women’s Tennis '82 Tokyo' Tournament 
Sept 16-19, Japanese organizers announced 
Monday. 

MancQikova, a 20-year-old Czechslovakian 
is listed No. 5 in the women’s international 
computer ranking. She was nnmerup at the

American Billie Jean King, at 38, became 
the oldest women semifinalist at Wimbledon 
in 62 years. Last June at Wimbledon, King 
beat Tracy Austin to move into the final 
rounds of the contest.

To be a good declarer one 
must always be afraid. Afraid 
of what, you ask? Afraid that 
finesses you might take will 
lose, afraid that suits you may 
play will break badly, afraid 
that anything that can go 
wrong will go wrong. 

This fear that the worst 
might happen is the prelude to 
good card play. It makes you 
think — and that’s what you 
must do if you want to win. 

For example, take this case 
where you’re in three notrump 


and win the opening heart lead 
with the jack. It seems 
automatic to play the queen of 
diamonds at trick two and 
finesse. But if you did, you’d 
go down one, quickly losing 
four heart tricks and a dia- 
mond. 

But suppose, before leading 
a diamond at trick two, you 
stopped to think of what might 
happen if it turned out that 
East had the king of 
diamonds. After all, there’s 
about a 50 percent chance that 
East has that card, in which 
case your chance cf making 
the contract would be virtual- 
ly nil. 

The possibility that this 
might occur should lead you to 
the correct line of play. You 
play a club to dummy's king at 
trick two, then lead the nine of 
spades and finesse it As it 
happens the nine loses to 
West’s jack, but he cannot 
harm you with any return. 

Let’s say he returns a club. 
You win in dummy and try 
another spade finesse. When it 
succeeds, your mission is ac- 
complish^. You now have 
nine sure tricks. By tackling 
spades instead of diamonds, 
you change a 50 percent 
chance for the contract to 
about 75 percent — because 
that is the probability of fin- 
ding East with either one or 
both missing spade honors.

Jaruzelski arrives for talks with Brezhnev 


MOSCOW. Aug. 1 6 ( AP) — Polish martial 
law leader Wojciech Jaruzelski arrived in the 
Soviet Union Monday, and was expected to 
hold his first face-to-face talks with Soviet 
President Leonid I. Brezhnev in nearly six 
months. 

The official Soviet news agency Tass. which 
reported Jaruzelski's arrival, said the Polish 
leader was in the Soviet Union for “a short 
working visit." 

Jaruzelski’s trip, which was not announced 
in advance in either Warsaw or Moscow, 
came only three days after the outbreak of 
-renewed violence in Poland, and amid calls 
by the suspended Polish independent trade 
union Solidarity for increased resistance to 
his martial law regime. 

His visit nonetheless was thought to be part 

Mitterrand 
to address 
on terrorism 

PARIS, Aug. 16(AP) — French President 
Francois Mitterrand will make a rare televi- 
sion appearance Tuesday to discuss the ter- 
rorist bombings, fires and machine-gun 
assaults that have killed six persons and 
injured 29 others in the past two weeks. 

Mitterrand's evening television appear- 
ance. only his second such interview since 
taking office IS months ago, comes amid cri- 
ticism that the Socialists' liberal policies on 
asylum and amnesty has turned the French 
capital into a theater for terrorist operations. 

It also comes with the Fust major break in 
the investigation of last week's attack on a 
Jewish restaurant — the discovery of one of 
the weapons used in the attack. The presi- 
dent’s television interview will be preceded 
Tuesday afternoon by a special ministerial- 
level meeting bn ways to fight terrorism. 

In the past 1 1 months. American, Turkish, 
Israeli, and Palestinian officials have been 
gunned down in Paris. Tourists, policemen 
and passers-by have been killed and injured 
in bombings on trains, outside sidewalk cafes 
and in front of commercial buildings. 

Officials have speculated that the authors 
of the attacks include Armenian terrorists, 
Basque and Corsican separatists, the home- 
grown and anti-Israeli terrorist group Direct 
Action and even the elusive Venezuelan- 
born terrorist known as Carlos. 

The president also is to discuss France’s 
role in the Middle East during his televised 
interview. Mitterrand repeatedly has said he 
is "3 friend of Israel" and five months ago 
became the first French president to visit the 
Jewish state. 

Israeli leaders, however, strongly have 
criticized France’s Middle East policies, 
which include calls that the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization be given a major role in 
any autonomy negotiations. Mitterrand is to 
meet Israeli opposition leader Shimon Peres 
Tuesday morning before the television 
appearance. 


of Brezhnev’s annual round of talks at his 
Black Sea vacation retreat with the leaders of 
the six other Warsaw Pact states. 

"Nothing appears to have happened in 
Poland to cause the need for an extraordinary 
meeting,” one Western diplomat said. “If s 
coincidental that it comes at about the same 
time” as the recent disturbances. 

Brezhnev last week hosted East German 
leader Erich Honecker for two days at his 
Crimean Dacha. On July 30. the 75-year-old 
Soviet leader met there with Czech leader 
Gustav Husak. 

After Jaruzelski leaves. Brezhnev also is 
expected to meet with the leaders of Bul- 
garia, Romania and Hungary later this sum- 
mer. and a summit meeting of the seven War- 
saw Pact leaders is planned, probably in the 
next few months. 

It was Jaruzelskf s second known visit to the 
Soviet Union since the Soviet-backed 
imposition of martial law in Poland last Dec. 
13. 

During a 30-hour trip to Moscow on March 
I -2, Jaruzelski was reported by official Soviet 
sources to have secured Kremlin promises of 
increased economic assistance, including 
food shipments. Western experts, however, 
reported later that trade between the two 
countries during the first quarter of 1 982 was 
far below the amount set in protocols signed 
by the two countries. 

In a communique issued at the end of his last 
trip to the Soviet Union, Jaruzelski vowed to 
crush opposition to his martial law regime. 

Anti-riot police 
patrol Gdansk 

GDANSK, Poland, Aug. 16 (AFP) — 
Specially equipped anti-riot police were 
out in force beie Monday to enforce a ban 
preventing access to a monument honor- 
ing the victims of the 1970 worker upris- 
ing in this Baltic port city. 

The suspended tTade union Solidarity 
bad reporledly called for a peaceful 
gathering at the monument Monday to 
mark the second anniversary of the establ- 
ishment of an interfactory strike commit- 
tee, a milestone in the formation of the 
union. 

Labor sources here, however, said the 
call for Mondays demonstration — as 
well as those last Friday — came from 
isolated and unconnected groups of trade 
unionists. They said a major demonstra- 
tion is being planned by union leaders foi 
Aug. 31, the date Solidarity was founded 
two years ago. 

Gdansk was quiet Monday morning, 
with public uansport and shops function- 
ing normally. In the Lenin Shipyards, 
where unrest two years ago this month 
eventually gave birth to the Solidarity 
movement, work continued as usual. 

The press here, meanwhile, condemned 
the demonstrations last Friday in Gdansk 
marking the second anniversary of the 
outbreak of the Lenin Shipyard strikes.

The communique said the Polish side had 
stressed then.that "any attempts at resuming 
actions aimed at wrecking the economy, 
reviving anarchy and unrest, at changing the 
sorio-poiitirial system (in Poland) will be 
further cut short in a most resolute manner.” 

Despite the warning, demonstrations erup- 
ted in Poland in early June and again last 
Friday, Aug. 13 — the start of the ninth 
month of martial law and the two-year 
anniversary of the start of labor strife that led 
to Solidarity’s formation. 

In contrast with their expressions of concern 
following the trouble in June, official Soviet 
media have had nothing of their own to say 
about the latest trouble in the Polish cities of 
Gdansk, Warsaw, Krakow and Wroclaw. 


The Soviet press claimed for the first several 
months after the imposition of martial law in 
Poland that the situation there was nor- 
malizing. However in the past few months, it 
has admitted that troubles persist 

On June 2, after another meeting in the 
Kremlin, Husak and Brezhnev referred to the 
ongoing “crisis” there. 

Chi July 1 2, in the last major press comment 
on thesituation in the neighboring Warsaw 
Pact country, the Soviet government news- 
paper Izyetda warned that troubles in Poland 
were far from over. 

The Soviets had campaigned hard against 
the planned visit to Poland by Pope John Paul 
II later this month. The Vatican announced 
last month that the pope had put off plans to 
visit his bomeland_nntil next year.

Double murder, arrest at home 

Dublin law officer recalled 


DUBLIN, Aug. 16 (AP) — Premier 
Charles Haaghey recalled the Irish 
Republic’s chief law officer from a vacation in 
the United States Sunday after a man charged 
with a double murder was arrested at the 
officer’s private borne. 

An Irish government spokesman con- 
firmed that Attorney-General Patrick Con- 
noty had been requested to return to Dublin 
after an unemployed Cambridge University 
graduate was arrested Friday at the attorney 
general's luxury penthouse appartment at 
Pilot's View, a yachting harbor in the fas ion - 
able county Dublin district of Dalkey. 

The man, Malcolm Edward Daniel Macar- 
tbui, gave the apartment as bis own home 
address when be appeared in court Saturday. 
He was remanded without bail to appear 
again Thursday. 

The British Broadcasting Corp. said in a 
late news broadcast Sunday it "understood" 
that Connolly was m the apartment when 
Irish detectives seized Macarthur after what 
it said was “one of the biggest manhunts in 
Irish history.” 

Connolly left for the United States Satur- 
day after being questioned by police, the 
BBC said, but was returning Monday night 
for a meeting with Haughey. The network 
said Connolly’s resignation “seems likely” 
within the next 48 hours. But an Irish gov- 


ernment statement said no resignation bad 
been requested. 

Connolly, a 55-year-old bachelor and a 
personal friend of Haughey, is the highest- 
ranking legal officer in the republic. In 1970, 
he was among the defense attorneys when 
Hang bey, then finance minister, was tried 
and acquitted of using government money to 
fund the purchase of arms for nationalist 
guerrillas in tyortbem Ireland. 

Macarthur, 36, only son of a wealthy Irish 
fanning family, was charged with the murders 
of farmer Donal Dunne atEdenberxy July 25 
and of 28-year-old nurse Bridie Gargan at 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, the following day. In 
addition, be was also charged with a separate 
burglary offense. 

According to press reports, the nurse was 
allegedly bludgeoned to death with a hammer 
while sunbathing outside the residence of the 
U.S. ambassador to belaud. Her body was 
found in her car and she died from head 
injuries four days later. The farmer was shot 
through the head, apparently with his own 
shotgun, after he had advertised the weapon 
for sale in a local newspaper. 

Political observers here viewed.Connolly’s 
recall as a setback to the standing of 
Haughey’ s minority government which has 
been striving desperately to overcome severe 
economic and political problems. 


Papandreou discusses U.S. bases 


ATHENS, Aug. 16, (R) — Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou discussed issues linked 
to the future of American military bases in 
Greece with U.S. Ambassador Monteagle 
Sterns Monday, informed sources said. The 
ambassador, who returned from Washington 
last week, called on the prime minister for 
talks, the sources said. 

“It is understood that Sterns conveyed the 
latest views of Washington." the sources said. 
They added that the Greek Defeose and 
Foreign Affairs Council would meet again 
later this week or early next week to discuss 
the issue and its proposals would be submit- 
ted to Washington by the end of August or 
early September, 

Negotiations over the status and operation 
of four bases, two in Athens and two on the 
island of Crete as weD as several smaller 
installations, were suspended last June by the 
then conservative government. 

Papandreou's Socialist government came to 
poweT last October with an electoral pledge 
to close the bases and take NATO out of 
Greece. But it has since softened this stand 
and has said it is ready to negotiate. Besides 
substantial defense aid. Papandreou also 
wants a U.S. or NATO defense commitment 
guaranteeing the eastern Greek Border 


against outside attack — an oblique reference 
to Turkey with which Greece is at odds over 
territorial rights in the Aegean and Cyprus. 

Until a new agreement is negotiated the 
bases will be governed by a 1953 agreement 
which Greece no longer regards as serving its 
national interests. 

Diplomatic sources here said an agreement 
on the bases would be facilitated tf Greece 
and NATO settle the question of operational 
control in the Aegean, one of the issues 
causing friction between Greece and Turkey. 
The Aegean question is holding up the estab- 
lishment of a NATO command in Larisa, cen- 
tral Greece, similar to that in Izmir, under 
Turkish command. .. . 

Last Wednesday, Papandreou held talks 
with the commander of NATO forces in 
Southern Europe, U.S. A dm. William 
Crowe, on cooperation in the alliance's 
southeastern flank. They covered mainly the 
Aegean question and the establishment of 
the NATO command in Larisa.

Java volcano erupts 

JAKARTA, Aug. :.16 (AP) — The 
Galunggung volcano in West Java, about 300 
kilometers southeast of here, erupted again* 
at 4:45 a jd the volcanology office in the city 
of Bandung said. 

• A spokesman said the eruptions occurred 
for more than three consecutive hours fol- 
lowed by earth tremors . and thunderous 
noises. Bandong is about .120 kilometers 
northwest of the 2,790-meter volcano. 

It was the 22nd major eruption although 
the volcano erupted a total of about 300 
times since April 4, the spokesman said. The 
eruptions caused damage officially estimated 
at S72 million. Scores of lives have been lost. 

30 Indians feared dead 

NEW DELHI, Aug. 16 (AP) — More than 
30 person's were missing and feared dead 
after two feny boats sank in a flash flood 
while crossing a canal near Puri on the south- 
eastern coast of India, reports said Monday. 

Top Orisa state officials and police were 
reported rushing to the site, about 400 
kilometers southwest of Calcutta, to organize 
rescue operations, the United News of India 
said. The two boats, carrying about '6ffpas^ 
sengers, sank Sunday night. 

CAR students relent 

PEklNG. Aug- 16 (AFP) — Four students 
from the Central African Republic Monday 
ended a week-long occupation of their coun- 
try’s embassy here protesting their govern- 
ment’s failure -to' pay study grants. But the 
students warned they would retake the build- 
ing if their demands were not met. 

Tbe students said earlier they would leave 
the building if. the Centrafrican charge 
d'affaires rushed a telex to Bangui summariz- 
ing their grievances. 


Craxi soon found himself isolated in his 
initial refusal to renew the coalition and his 
demand for early autumn elections which all 
major parties opposed. . 

Government sources' said Spadohm quickly 
offered Craxi a face-saving way out by basing 
a new government pact on an institutional 
reform which absorbed the Socialists’ com- 
plaint that Italy was ungovernable.

Gunmen kill 5 
in Zimbabwe 

HARARE, Zimbabwe, Aug. 16 (AP) — 
Five persons were killed and eight wounded 
in a hotel robbery Saturday in Zimbabwe's 
MatabeJeland province — scene of a three- 
week hunt for six foreign hostages and their 
kidnappers, security sources said Monday. 

About eight gunmen entered the crowded 
hotel in Nyamandhlovu township and opened 
fire with AK-47 automatic assault rifles and 
other small arms. More shots were fired while 
money was being taken from tbe customers, 
sources said. 

Police arrived at the scene within minutes 
but tbe gunmen, all wearing civilian clothes, 
had fled. 

Nyamandhlovu is on the edge of the area in 
which 2,000 police and troops are searching 
for six foreign tourists — two Americans, two 
Australians and two Britons — taken hostage 
• on July 23 by dissidents demanding political 
concessions from the government 
The latest killings are part of a wave of 
lawlessness that has claimed at least 40 lives 
in Matabeleland. tribal stronghold of opposit- 
ion leader Joshua Nkomo, in the last seven 
months. The gunmen are thought to be ex- 
guerrilla supporters of Nkomo who have 
. deserted the national army since- his ouster 
from the government Feb. 17, said tbe sour- 
ces. But they were not thought to be part of 
tbe same gang that kidnapped the tourists. 
Police and government spokesmen have act 
commented on the incident.
